On June 17 your committee met in Philadelphia, 


concurrently with a meeting of distinguished 
Americans in Independence Hall, and participated 
as individuals in the meetings of the Leaguw to 
Enforce Peace. Here again the sentiment was 
overwhelming for the «supremacy of law in the 
relations between nations, and the following reso- 


lutions were adopted: 

First. All justiciable questions arising be- 
tween the signatory powers, not settled by 
negotiation, shall, subject to the limitations 
of treaties, be submitted to a judicial tribu- 
nal for hearing and judgment, both upon the 
merits and upon any issue as to its jurisdic- 
tion of the question. 

Second, All other questions arising between 
the signatories and not settled by negotiation 
shall be submitted to a Council of Concilia- 
tion for hearing, consideration and recom- 
mendation. 

Third. The signatory powers shall jointly 
use forthwith both their economic and mili- 
tary forces against any one of their number 
that goes to war, or commits acts of hostility, 
against another of the signatories before any 
question arising shall be submitted as pro- 
vided in the foregoing. 

Fourth. Conferences between the signatory 
powers shall be held from time. to time to 
formulate and codify rules of international 
law, which, unless some signatory shall sig- 
nify its dissent within a stated period, shall

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reads in part as follows: 


The occasion (of the sinking of the Lusi- 
tania) illustrates the want of the civilized 
world for a duly constituted authority for de- 
termining and defining international law 
under all the changing conditions of modern 
life and warfare. It may be that it is too 
much to hope for, that in this or near gener- 
ations war can be altogether prevented; it 
may be that for a long time to come great 
racial and national impulses will occasionally 
break through all restraints that may be con- 
trived and all agréements that individuals of 
passing authority may formulate, and insist 
upon fighting out matters of fundamental 
concern ° °* *%, The United States has al- 
ways stood, as a matter of principle, for the 
broadest possible interpretation, of the rights 
of neutrals and noncombatants in time of 
war. This policy has been determined upon 
the theory that it is in the interest of civiliza- 
tion and for the good of mankind that the area 
of war operations shall be circumscribed as 
much as possible, and the rights of neutrals 
and noncombatants protected and enlarged. 
In time of peace this principle must command 
general approval, but in time of war, when 
nations are fighting, as they believe, for their 
existence, any change of conditions that may 
be held to affeet the application of interna- 
tional law is seized upon by the combatants. 
The trouble then is that international law 
rests upon common consent, and there is not 
even a recognized authority to say what tt is 
‘with relation to new conditions that arise. 
Private war, the settlement of property dis- 
putes by force, and of questions of honor by 
the duel, have been done away with by the 
creation of a body of law and the. establish- 
ment of tribunals to try the causes that may 
arise. There is no humiliation or disgrace in 
submitting to the determination of a duly 
constituted court, even though the defeated 
party feels that justice in his case has not 
been done. The essential thing is that order 
shall be maintained and that rights shall be 
determined, not by the power of force, but by 
rules of equity impartially administered. 

In the international field there remains the 
risk that the parties to a dispute, jealous of 
their rights, fearful of the results of prece- 
dent, sensitive as to national honor, swayed 
by the emotions or interests of the hour, may 
take positions from which retreat upon either 
side seems to be impossible, and so drift into 
war, although neither side desires it. The 
civilized world is supremely interested in the 
maintenance of order; the first condition of 
this is good understanding, and nothing will 
contribute so much to it as an agreed method 
of determining what is right in cases of dis- 
pute according to principles accepted and de- 
f{ned so far as possible in time of peace. 

“As business men, we cannot fail to foresee that, 
if this war is settled as all previous wars have 
been, without providing for the ‘duly constituted 
authority,’ there will be added to its enormous 
cLarges the still greater continuous charges due 
to rivalry in armaments and other preparations for 
the ‘next settlement.’ Under such conditions, we 
are forced to believe that the European nations, 
after the war, will be faced with the insistent need 
for re-establishing their industries at almost any 
sacrifice in order to keep up In the race for arma- 
ments and to obtain means of settling their -lebts 
sv as to keep their credit good for the next war 
Predictions by students of affairs already abound 
that these necessities will cause them to make 
sacrifices of natural profits, lower their scale 
of living, and so create competition of unexampled 
severity—a competition which also would be par- 
ticularly ominous for our higher-wage market, that 


so far has suffered least. 
Conditions Which the World Must 
Face at the End of the War 


COAT sce ene this reasoning be sound or 


not, the certain factors that we have 
to face in the event of an unsatis- 
factory settlement in Europe will be: 

1. A reduction of purcHasing power in Eu- 
rope and indirect reduction thereby of pur- 
chasing power in other countries; for in- 
stance, if Brazil cannot sell as much coffee to 
Europe her purchasing power in other coun- 
tries will be proportionally limited. 

2. A shortage of the world’s available capi- 
tal due, (a) to sheer destruction, (b) to the 
great uncertainty as to the future, (c) to the 
need of settling certain war debts, and (4) 
preparing for further war—the whole tending 
to raise the priceeof capital the world over 
and limit notably its employment in the 
newer countries. 

8. A decline in the European standard of 
living and perhaps wages, rendering possible 
a low-priced production, which will create a 
costly world-wide disturbanee of industtial 
conditions. 

4. Increasing hostile protective tariffs on 
the part of the fighting countries, due, first 
to a desire to find a source of taxation, and 
secondly to the desire to make the country 
imposing it as self-sufficient as possible in 
manufactures and food, as a military measure.

‘The hope of success is based upon the possibil-

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DE. KOENIG ACOLIMATING. 

The supreme effort, which was to have been 
made last September to reach the Antarctic Pole, 
under the personal direction of Dr. Felix Koenig 
of Budapest, Austria-Hungary, had to be suspend- 
ed on account of thé war. Dr. Koenig was called 
to the colors just while making the final arrange- 
ments for his gigantic expedition. In the expedi- 
tion scheme was a high-power steamship with 
two sailing vessels to carry additional food and 
paraphernalia. Dr. Koenig's 80 trained dogs have 
been taken into the military service, and seem to 
have been lost in the Carpathians. 

Dr. Koenig himself joined a Hungarian regi- 
ment and was promptly reported dead. But a 
letter, postmarked Irkutsk, Siberia, has just been 
received by his relatives stating that the doctor 
was in captivity, or as he himself put it facetious- 
ly, was acclimatizing himself in the snows and the 
ice of the Siberian steppes preparatory to his 
dash to the South Pole. He particularly requests 
that his maps should be carefully preserved, as 
they could not be replaced in many years. The 
maps have been taken in charge by the Austro- 
Hungarian Geographical Society; but the ships 
are on guard duty in the Adriatic. 

The doctor makes light of his captivity, which 
he considers a stroke of good luck, as he is un- 
wounded; and he expects to be able to start for 
the pole next autumn. —

ALL FOR THE BEST. 

Ohio State Journal: The letting of that Bol- 
linger infant die, in Chicago, has been the theme 
of the nation during the past week. It is hoped 
the controversy will end, now that the Coroner's 
jury has decided that the doctor was ethically 
right in letting it die. It was imperfect, physical- 
‘ly and mentally, that there was doubt that an 
ewoperation would have prolonged life materially. 
And if the child had been allowed to live, it would 
have been a calamity to itself and its mother. 
> Public sentiment has béen divided upon the sub- 
ject, but there seems to be no doubt that the great 
weights of it is on the side of the doctor. 

The question of the sanctity of human life en- 
ters largely into the matter, but it should not be 
forgotten that the lives of other people, which 
would be burdened by the unfortunate child, are 
deeply concerned. That feature of the problem is 
suggested by the question, what is for the best? 
If we all believe, surely, the release of that inno- 
cent spirit out of its crippled body into the big 
universe of a loving God should not occasion an 


excess of sorrow. 


THE BETTER WAY. 

Boston Post: Isn’t the Massachusetts method 
of treating defective children the better way? 

The past week has witnessed an extraordinary 
G@ebate on the question of a physician’s right to 
refuse to save a child’s life, when the child would 
be a defective mentally and physically if it lived. 

Massachusetts has been handling that problem 
in what seems to us a highly efficient manner. 

Each child, no matter how defective, is given 
a chance. Noble men and women are devoting 
their lives to studying how to benefit the unfortu- 
nate creature’s condition. 

. The danger of propagating families of defectives 
* 48 prevented by separation into colonies, each sex 
by itself. 

This work, under direction of men Iike Dr. 
Fernald, is accomplishing wonderful good for hu- 
manity. How much better it is than the cold- 
“blooded ‘philosophy of that Western physician 
who took it on himself to judge whether a little 
child should be permitted to live or doomed to die! 


THE PROBLEM REMAINS. 

Chicago Herald: The verdict of the coroner 
jury of doctors in the case of the unfortunate, 
malforméd infant which recently died on the 
North Side throws no light on the ethical problem 
involved. The finding as to the cause of death 
ia, of course, perfectly definite. But whether the 
physician acted rightly in declining to operate 
under the circumstances is neither directly af- 
firmed nor denied. 

The eighth recommndation, that “in cases of 
doubtful character a consultation of two or more 
surgeons of known reputation for skill, ethical 
standing and broad experience should decide upon 
the advisability or inadvisability of operative 
measures,” carries the reasonable implication that 
there are circumstances under which the physi- 
4cian is justified in refusing to act and so ending 
Hife. All it advises is that the decision be sur- 
rounded with greater safeguards than at present. 

On the other hand, the final unqualified state- 
ment that “the physician’s highest duty is to re- 
lieve suffering and save or prolong life’ would 


suggest that, in the opinion of the jury of phy- 
sicians, the physician who would not fail in his 


highest duty must save or prolong life, no matter ) 


under what circumstances and against what ter- 
rific physical defects the spark of life is strug- 


gling.

I, being over 18 years of age, hereby pledge 
myself against enlistment as a volunteer for 
any military or naval service in international 
war, offensive or defensive, and against giv- 
ing my approval to such enlistment on the 
part of others.

{ fore the forum of the Woman’s Peace Party, is to 
)}be congratulated on his explicitness. It is an 
abominable thing for any people to defend them- 
)selves against savage attack. The opposition to 
war should be unconditioned. 

} If Editor Eastman had been in Sparta when 
‘the Three Hundred were recruited who defended 
}democrate Greece against the inrushing autocracy 
{ot Persia he would have urged them not to enlist. 
} When Arnold Winkelried and the men of the Four 
Cantons were assembling themselves to save 
( freedom in their mountains he would have urged 
) them to submit. If he had been in France before 
{ Valmy he would have advised a surrender to those 
, who were marching on Paris to destroy the re- 
{public and to compel Frenchmen to return to 
{humble subservience to their King and their 
feudal lords. If he had been in Concord he would 
{ have said to the Minute Men, “Disband at once!” 
‘and at Bunker Hill would have beseeched Pros- 
{ cott and Warren not to resist the oncoming red- 
‘coats. During our Civil War he would have said 
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the Union was not worth saving and that slavery 
should be allowed to exist. The men of Liege, 
when the Germans poured over the Belgian border 
and began to burn and destroy, should not have 
banded themselves together for defense. 

The anti-enlistment doctrine thus sponsored is 
anti-democratic and anti-social. It denies the right 
of the majority to rule and thus strikes at the root 
not merely of free institutions, but of all social- 
ization. If a man may shake off at will his ob- 
ligation to join in defending his social group 
against savage aggression he may repudiate all 
other social obligations. The sugar coating given 
to this doctrine does not conceal its bitterness, its 
acceptance by advanced peoples would mark the 
end of humanity’s upward progress. It would mean 
that only Attilas and their descendants would 
populate an earth once more plunged into unre- 
demed barbarism. The old-fashioned patriot says 
it is his duty to fight to protect his country. The 
Socialist gets to practically the same conclusion 
by saying a higher civilization must defend itself 
when assailed by a lower. However expressed 
or theorized, let us rejoice that instinct supports 
reason in commanding that assailed righteousness 
must be defended. 

Men and women with tired or indolent brains 
may say in regard to all wars as they are saying 
in regard to the present one—that both sides are 
equally to blame. This is doubtless true as to 
some wars, but not in regard to all wars. One 
party is generally the beginner and the aggres- 
ser. Persian and Greek, Swiss and Austrian, red- 
coat and continental, British and. Boer were not 
equally to blame. The present war was begun 
by one or the other side, and one side or the 
other is fundamentally the defender of vital in- 
terests that they must defend or betray.

Kitchin Opposes Wilson’s Defense Plans | 


LEADER WHO REFUSES TO LEAD. 

Cleveland Plain-Dealer: Doubtless President 
Wilson could depose Representative Claude Kitch- 
in from the leadership of the new House, if he 
cared to do so. And, doubtless, his action would 
be rather widely approved. Kitchin would be 
held to deserve as severe a penalty as that. 

But the President proposes to do nothing of the 
kind, according to reports from the capital. The 
North Carolinian will be permitted to reap the 
fruits of his long service and to accept the lead- 
ership at the obliging hands of the priority rule. 
It is probably best. 

Forecasts based on more or less accurate polls 
are that the national defense program will have 
large favorable majorities in both branches of 
Congress. Whether this prove true or not, the 
position of the administration will not be changed. 
If the country does not want preparedness, the 
country will make its position known and insist 
that its wish be obeyed. In that case the Presi- 
dent would lose on that issue but the responsibil- 
ity would rest upon the people of the United 
States. 

No such outcome seems possible. Every indica- 
tion is that Representative Kitchin, so far as this 
big issue of the coming session is concerned, will 
be leader merely by courtesy title. The real 
leadership will go elsewhere for the time. 


KITCHIN’S ABSURD POSITION. 

St. Joseph News Press: Said Congressman 
Claude Kitchin of North Carolina, in a recent ex- 
pression on preparedness: “I shall oppose the big 
army and navy program with all the earnestness 
and power I possess. However, my fear is that 
the President will push it through by an over- 
whelming majority. In the first place, practically 
all the Republicans will vote for it. In the sec- 
ond place, although I know that the convictions 
of four-fifths of the Democrats are opposed to it, 
many of them—lI fear a large majority—will fling 
away their convictions on this questions to please 
the President and do his will, as I have seen them 
do it on two or three occasions before.” 

Mr. Kitchin, like everybody else, has a right to 
his view of matters and to the expression of his 
opinion. But as a member of Congress, and as the 
floor leader of his party, expressions from Mr. 
Kitchin are of more importance than those of an 
individual in private life. That Mr. Kitchin is 
not fu'ly backed in his views by his native State 
is evident from the utterances of leading news- 
papers. The Wilmington Star wishes the world 
to know that North Carolina, despite the attitude 
of Mr. Kitchin, is squarely behind President Wil- 
son in his preparedness program. The Fayette- 
ville Observer suggests that Mr. Kitchin might 
well follow Mr. Bryan’s example and resign the 
leadership. 

There is much wisdom in the above suggestion. 
Mr. Kitchin says that he will ‘not use his posi- 
tion as leader in this fight, but will act only 
as an individual. That is absurd. The Democrat- 
ic party would then have to have two leaders, one 
passive or antagonistic, and the other one active 
and friendly. There must, of course, be a real, 
sure enough leader for the administration's pro- 
gram, a leader to guide the party through the 
campaign for it on the floor. Since Mr. Kitchin, 
the elected leader, cannot do it, since he will not 
be much more than a spectator if he carries out 
his promise to act simply as an individual; since,

if he breaks that promise he will be a leader of 
the opposition; therefore, the leader in the pre- 
paredness fight should be someone else; or the 
Democratic party may commit that famous blun- 
der which, according to accepted faith, it can al- 
ways be depended upon to commit for the benefit 
of the Republican party. 


VUAKING IT UNANIMOUS. 

Washington Times: Events of the last few 
days have left Congressman Claude Kitchin high- 
er and drier than ever in his opposition to ade- 
quate measures for national defense. 

When Congressman, the minority leader of the 
House, came into the fold on Saturday with the 
announcement that he is “for preparedness and 
for it strong,” the list of leaders of both parties 
in both houses of Congress who believe in a pre- 
paredness program was completed, with Mr. Kitch- 
in’s name alone missing. 

On the day of Congressman Mann's declara- 
tion, Dr. David Starr Jordan, peace advocate, 
came to town with the statement that the Middle 
West sentiment is developing from apathy to a 
strong belief in the need of preparedness. Of 
course, Dr. Jordan mentioned that fact to deplore 
it, but the fact remains that the feeling of the 
country is becoming more and more favorable to 
reasonable preparation for possible trouble. 

Though it will be up to Mr. Kitchen if he re- 
mains at the head of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, to provide the money for the program 
urged by the President and indorsed by Speaker 
Clark, the presentation of the army measures will 
be made by Chairman Hay of the Military Af- 
fairs Committee and of the navy enlargement by 
Chairman Padgett of the Naval Affairs Commit- 
tee. To Mr. Kitchin will be left the task of pre- 
paring a financial program to carry out the mili- 
tary and naval plans. 


KITCHIN BECOMING A BABBLER. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: William Jennings Bry- 
an, in his progressive hostility to all prepared- 
ness, has reached the babbling stage. Claude 
Kitchin of North Carolina, who expects to be 
chairman of the Ways and Means Committee in 
the coming Congress, is rapidly approaching the 
same stage.

He 
declares that the navy of the United States is 
already second to none except that of England; 
pronounces to be “pure tommyrot” all talk about

and it is to throw upon the enemy’s 
fortified positions a larger number of 
high explosive shells than he is able 
to return. The enemy must be blown 
out of his trenches. The whole terrain 
must be blasted up by the plunging 
fire of huge howitzer shells. 
Aervoplane Takes Wars 
Into Third Dimension 
6 HE aeroplane takes war into 
the third dimension. It over- 
goes al] barriers. In future it 
will more and more be necessary to 
have vast fleets of armor-clad aero- 
planes, armed with machine guns—not 
only to serve as videttes—the eyes and 
ears of the army—not only for scouting 
Purpose, but also to meet opposing 
fleets of the enemy and do battle in 
sky, for it will be found. that an army, 
before it can advanee, must first clear 
the sky of the air fleets of the enemy. 

“With the sky filled with aeroplanes 
and dirigibles it will no longer be pos- 
sible for the ships of a navy to ap- 
proach and take the fleet of an enemy 
by surprise, for wireless telegraphy and 
the sky scouts will keep the opposing 
fleets fully aware of each other’s loca- 
tion. 

“There is but one answer. That na- 
tion which hopes to survive must have 
& stronger fleet than that of an enemy. 

“At the present time we have com- 
paratively few fighting ships of any 


Class, compared with what we ought to 
have. We have an insignificant num- 
ber of submarines. - We have no battle 
cruisers. 

“While the chief fighting unit of the 
navy is still likely to remain the dread- 
nought, jt is imperative that dread- 
noughts be supported by a goodly num- 
ber of battle cruisers and fast scout 
cruisers, torpedo boats and torpedo boat 
destroyers. 

*“‘We should have submarines enough 


to patrol the underseas around our en- 
tire coast.

“It is as foolish to think of getting 
ready for national defense in time of 
war as it would be to build steam fire 
engines to fight fire after the confla- 
gration has broken out. 

“Let us examine the argument that 
preparations against war burden the 
taxpayers. It is perfectly true that the 
burden may be great, but if it is neces- 
sary—if it is indispensable—there is no 
way but to bear it. 

“In any event, the burden upon a 
country, as, for example, this country, 
necessary to be imposed upon the tax- 
payers in order that we may have ade- 
quate national defense, is absolutely in- 
significant by comparison with the bur- 
den that would be imposed upon the 
country should we become involved in 
war without adequate defense. 

“Look at England, France, Russia. 
Think of the vast burden the taxpayers 
of those countries will have to bear in 
future, and how much greater that bur- 
den will be than it would have been 
had those countries been as well pre- 
pared as was Germany. 

“England today is paying 300 per cent 


more for war munitions than she would 
have had to pay had she made them 
in time of peace. 

“Picric acid and tri-nitro-toluene, the 
principal explosives used in the present 
war, have cost the allies anywhere from 
a dollar to $1.75 a pound. Before the 
war tri-nitro-toluene could have been 
bought for less than 20 cents; picric acid 
for 25 cents. 

“What is true of these explosives holds 
true with all arms and munitions. 
Nations Lose Wars by 
Ignorance of Enemy’s Power 
REAT nations have been con- 

quered and destroyed mainly 

because they bave underrat- 
ed the prowess and misunderstood the 
intentions of their enemies. 

“Before the great war broke out, the 
allies had planned to employ about six 
to ten machine guns to every thousan4 
men of infantry. The Germans had 
equipped themselves with ten times that 
rumber, while certain German regi- 
ments were armed, every man with a 
shoulder machine gun. 

“The allies had no big howltzers at 
all. The Austrians and Germans had 
them by thousands. 

“Think of the tremendous slaughter 
of Englishmen, Frenchmen and Rus- 
sians that has resulted from unprepar- 
edness, and the stupendous cost of it In 
gold, and the vast burden that the tax- 
payers of those countries will have to 
bear for many, very many, years to 
come, 

“There is a very prevalent illusion in 
this country that when one has a per. 
sonal interest in a thing he cannot be 
honest about that thing. It is common 
belief that manufacturers of war munl- 
tions who concern themselves about our 
national defense do so for the sole pur-

Recommendation One. 


‘“‘At best, sea law during war has al- 
ways been poorly defined. Many of the 
causes of friction between belligerents 
and neutrals have been due not so much 
to wilful disregard by belligerents of 
neutral rights as to honest differences 
in appraising them. The understandings 
of one period have become confused by 
new inventions, new conditions! The in- 
ternational conferences which from time 
to time have undertaken more clearly 
to bring nations into agreement re- 
specting the rights of persons and prop- 
erty at sea have met irregularly, and 
their recommendations have had no 
binding force. There is need of a legis- 
lative body to frame agreements on 
such law; there is need of just inter- 
pretation of this sea law, which means 
an international court; and there is need 
of a method of compelling respect for 
the court’s decision, which means find- 
ing something better as a way of en- 
forcing international law than taking 
sides in a war in which both sides may 
be violating the law. The present war, 
with the losses of lives and property of 
Americans, has fundamentally empha- 
sized these needs. 


Recommendation Two. 

“When citizens disagree, the state pro- 
vides courts to mete out justice. When 
two or more of our states or of citizens 
in different states disagree, the United 
States maintains courts for the same 
purpose. It is no more logical or right 
for nations with differences to resort 
at once to war than it would be for two 
men who have failed to settle a private 
difference to draw pistols and begin to 
shoot. 

“The problem of securing peace and 
justice among nations is simply an 
extension of what we have success- 
fully solved in the national and mu- 
nicipal realms. It is not without sig- 
nificance in this connection that 44 
of the principal nations of the world 
had, seven years before the war, 
agreed in principle to the establish-

Justice, differing only over details. 
Since 1907, however, thero has been 
much study of details, and with the 
compulsion of the experience of tuo 
war added, it is now believed that tne 
difficulties they presented can more 
readily be overcome. 


Recommendation Three. 


“There are questions that cannot be 
decided by the strict rule of law, 
Among nations questions of honor 
and questions of policy are usually 
reserved from arbitration. We should 
not, for example, arbitrate the Mon- 
roe Doctrine or submit to a court our 
right to say whether or not we might 
exclude or restrict immigration. But 
before nations shall fight over such 
questions, bringing damage on all, it 
is fair to neutrals that they should be 
given a chance to ascertain the facts 
and, if possible, help to a peaceful 
solution. The delay incident to such 
efforts toward conciliation ray serve 
aS @ preventive of war. 


Recommendation Four. 

“Along many lines already world 
forces have been working for many 
years through international conferences 
to promote a better 
among nations, establish more firmly 
enlightened standards to govern their 
inter-relations and furnish a body of 
international law. 

“A number of general conferences 
were started by international meetings 
before the nineteenth century, but more 
regular meetings were organized since 
then. Those conferences met at Vienns 
(1815), Paris (1856), Berlin (1878 and 1885), 
Algeciras (1906), London (1912). Succes- 
sively international conferences have 
condemned slavery, regulated naviga~- 
tion on international rivers, suppressed 
privateering, proclaimed the right of 
men to their language and religion in 
nations composed of people of differ- 
ent nationalities, applied the principle 
of open door to the Congo Basin and 
Morocco, guaranteed the right of back- 
ward peoples. 

“Besides these conferences which had 
specifically a more European character, 
except those of Berlin (1885) and Alge- 
ciras (1906), in which the United States 
of America also participated, numerous 
official conferences with a more tech- 
nical aim have been held mainly dur- 
ing the last } years. About 60 different 
matters have been discussed by the 
most competent men of the world in the 
most varied domains of human activity. 
Nineteen permanent bureaus and offices 
have been organized, of which two at 
least, the International Postal Office 
at Berne and the Internationa! Institute 
of Agriculture at Rome, are supported 
by all the civilized states of the world. 

An enumeration of the main questions 
considered will show how far-reaching 
is the work aJready performed. They 
are in part: Publication of customs tar- 
iffs, sugar production and exportation, 
contraband of arms to backward peo- 
ples, importation of alcoho! into Africa. 
slave trade, white-slave traffic, preser- 
vation of animals (seal, fish, birds, etc.), 
suppression of opium traffic, propaga- 
tion of phylloxera, unification of weights 
and measures, railroad transportation, 
postal, telegraphic and radiotelegraphic 
relations, protection of submarine ca- 
bles, regulation of maritime signals and 
roads, workingmen’s protection, ex- 
change of scientific and public publica- 
tions and of artistic reproductions, unit- 
fication of private and commercial legis- 
lation, protection of patents and trade- 
marks, unification of commercial! statis- 
tics, geodetic and seismologic research- 
es, exploration of the seas, publication 
of the map of the world. This move- 
ment toward international agreement 
and law was gaining in strength each 
year. Stopped by the war, there is little 
doubt that it will revive stronger and 
pursue its course in a more regular and 
systematic way when the war is over. 
Business men perhaps more than otherg 
should be anxious to support such en- 
deavors for a better understanding 
among nations establishing more firmly 
enlightened standards to govern their 
inter-relations and furnishing a more 
elaborate and organic body of interna- 
tlonal public and administrative law. 
The present war has again incontrover- 
tibly shown the fundamental need for 
this. The problem is, then, not new or 
novel, but needs only to be broadened 
and organized to yield all the desired 
benefits. 


Recommendation Five. 


“There is a difference of opinion 
as to the employment of force to 
compel any signatory nation to sub- 
mit its cause to an international! tri- 
bunal before going to war. your 
committee, however, believes that the 
great majority of the practical men 
of the United States who hold them- 
selves responsible for reasonable 
progress see the necessity of the em- 
ployment of an adequate pressure or 
force to compel signatory nations te 
bring their cause before an interna- 
tional court or council of coalition 
before going to war, because, how-

All States Could Co-Operate. 
“Many states that, for var.ous rea- 


sons, might not be able to co-operate 
with military force could eo-operate 
by their economic force, and so ren- 
der the act! against the offending 
ste‘e more effective, and that, in the 
end, would be mor- humane. 

“It is argued that this plan is a 
two-edged weapon, likely to injure 
ourselves as much as the nation at 
which it is aimed. In other words, it 
is costly, but is not all punishment 
costly? War, tow, is costly, and self- 
injurious to the nation which essays 
it. Is not the whole system of peace, 
within the state based on the prin- 
ciple that we are prepared to pay <or 
the prevention of law-breaking? In 
a choice of costs, the policy of wis- 
dom is to chose that which, for the 
least outlay, promises the greatest 
return. Our proposition implies that

the last 100 yeara, the many wars dur- 
ing that time and the events of the 
present war have made apparent the 
fundamental need of an international 
power \to enforce the submission of 
international disputes to a court. The 
alternative is constantly recurring wars 
and, in the interval between these wars 
the increasing absorption in prepara- 
tions for war of the resources of the 
principal nations of the world. 

“Your committee does not suggest that 
the world can do without armies. We do 
no think tha it can, at the present stage 
of civilization, any more than we can 
do without militia. But just as, within 
the state, there are many things we 
use, besides the militia. and before we 
use the state militia or call upon Fed- 
era] troops for the enforcement of a 
law or the execution of a court's judg- 
ment, so there are forces we can use 
internationally before we employ our 
armies and navies. 

Bevyeott as Pewer, 

“These forces can be summarized in 
the term economic pressure, by which 
we mean the commercia] and financie) 
boycott of any nation that goes to war 
without submitting its dispute te fudg- 
ment or inquiry. Our plea ig that in 
the first instance the use of economile 
force is clearly indicated, and that mill- 
tary force should be regorted to only if 
economic pressure prove ineffective. 

‘In considering such e use of economic 
pressure, it should be borne in mind 
that it already comes to pass automat- 
ically within a more limited area when 
nations go to war. Warring nations |. 
promptly boycott each other. This ts 
important to keep In mind, because con- 
fusion on this point sometimes prompts

An attack must come in the form of 
an expedition disembarking from trans- 
ports.

EXT, we ask, what are these in-

In England and in this 
country there is a resolute and wicked 
conspiracy of silence as to the value of 
different kinds of troops. The issue is 
not In the least whether one English- 
man or 10 Englishmen, whether one 
American or 10 Americans, can lick one 
or 10 Germans.

As between Germany’s opponents, the 
French, Russian, English and Italian 
armies have values which, in terms of 
yards, expense and efficiency, vary 
greatly.. It is, in fact, barely a paradox 
to say that the raising of a new con- 
script army in England which would 
give only very low results in war work 


for it would drain her opponént of about 
$5,000,000 a day for every million men 
raised, with little compensating advan- 
tage. 

In asking, therefore, what amount of 
war power or work an invader might 
develop we are bound to be on the safe 
side and to state it in terms of first line 
French or German troops. They would 
be able to develop a front of say, 20 to 
25 miles, along about one-third of which 
they could assume the offensive. Our 
problem becomes, therefore, narrower. 
How could we hold such a line against 
such troops? 

To this we may add the time factor. 
When, in 1898, we went to war with 
Spain, our Government delayed matters 
for four months after the blowing up 
of the Maine so as to make necessary 
preparations. Even then the confusion 
and feebleness of our first movements 
are well remembered. But in this case 
the Spanish precedent will not hold. 
It is our opponent and ‘not ourselves 
who may select the moment for trying 
the issue. And calculations exist—have 
been printed, in fact—as to the very 
few days we should get before the 
storm brokd on us. From 17 to 21 days 


is a reasonable calculation, and if we }' 


want to be really safe we had better 
fix our time limit, with a slight margin, 
at 14 days. Within 14 days, then, we 
have got to bé on that line, within, 
let us say, 100 miles of New York, and 
with sufficient power to hold it. 
Great Peril for United States

HIS, then, is a. minimum statement 
- of the requirements of national de- 

fense. How can we in 14 days 

hold a line of 25 miles front within 100 
miles of New York against an opponent 
made up of first line, troops equivalent 
to the Germafis, who would be in suffi- 
client force to assume the offensive 
along a considerable part of that line? 
This question I shall attempt to answer 
in my next article. But before closing 
this one I would like to emphasize that 
this is a minimum requirement by brief- 
ly considering the international situa- 
tion. 

No man can guess the situation that 
will result from the present.war. On 
the whole, though, we can begin to per- 
ceive possibilities, even probabilities, al- 
ready. The displacement of wealth as 
between Europe and America, the su- 
premacy of New York in _ terms of 
finance, will create grave dangers for 
us when we consider the impoverish- 
ment of the European nations and the 
fact that they will come out. with for- 
midable and smooth: running war ma- 
chines. The repartitioning of Africa is 
fast coming int» sight as a possible out- 
come and suggests the same process for 
the weaker parts of Latin America pos- 
sessing natural resources from Brazil 
to Mexico. There really is the greatest 
danger for us, and.the possibility of a 
struggle that would require far larger 
military resources than the driving off 
of a mere raid from our eastern coast. 
Worse than this, though at this mo- 
ment happily improbable, is the combi- 
nation of a. great European and a great 
Asiatic military power that would make 
the conquest of walifornia a real peril 
and that would tax our resources to the 
utmost, however large and however 
thorough our military organization. 

These topics will be reviewed when I 
deal with the relation of our fleet to 
national defense. For the moment I 
merely point out thatein measuring our 
minimum problem I am not assuming 
the sufficiency of the answer when ap- 
plied to our national needs. I am only 
attempting to show on what processes 
of reasoning correct milftary measures 
depend and to what methods we must 
have recourse if we wish to establish 
a serioys basis of national defense.

Busy Session Ahead. 
Congress has a busy session ahead 
of it. The tentative program calls : 
for 13 appropriation bills, cloture for ic 
the Senate, a ship purchose bill, na- 
tional defense measures, a new sea- 
mens’ law, amendments to the Un- 
derwood-Simmons tariff act, a new 
war tax bill, rural credit legislation, 
codification of laws relating to the 
judiciary, a printing bill, conserva- 
tion bills, the Philippine civil gov- 
ernment bill, amendments to the 
banking and currency law, a good 
roads measure anj amendments to 
the anti-trust law. 

In addition, the Senate will be asked 
to ratify the Colombian and Nicaraguan 
treaties and a new treaty with Hayti. 
The suffragists are clamoring for an 
amendment to remove from the ballot 
the qualification of sex, and the anti- 
saloon people for nation-wide prohibi- 
tion; peace advocates are demanding an 
é¢mbargo on arms, and effort will be 
made to enact a law to punish spies. 
President Wilson has indicated that he 
will make a great effort to have Con- 
gress accept the Administration's pro- 
gram for national defense. It is be- 
lieved by many Congressmen who are 
already in Washington that the question 
of preparedness will be the paramount 
one before Congress the coming session. 
Coupled with the defense measures 
will be the revenue legislation. Major- 
ity Leader Kitchin of the House has told 
the President that he cannot support his 
national defense measures, but will help 
to obtain money to put into operation 
any laws enacted by Congress. 

Kitchin Regarded as Handicap. 
The attitude of Kitchin is considerec 
quite a handicap to the Democrats, but 
‘t is believed that the preparedness issue 
will be fought out along non-partisan 
lines and that the Republicans will aid 
the Administration in its efforts to pro- 
vide a larger army and navy.

the part of the German people, not 
their Kings and Princes, which was 
inspired by the poet, Korner, and 
the League of the Tugenbund after 
|Napoleon’s campaign of 1812, was 
the real cause of the downfall of 
Napoleonism? 

“And, in your opinion, was the 
actual cause of Wellington’s success 
in Spain at the same period due to 
the persistent, although barbarous, 
warfare of the Spanish volunteer 
bands of guerrillas?” 

“Of Napoleonism, yes. Of Napoleon, 
himself, no. It was Napoleonisr: that 
broke him in France, because it cost 
the French more than it was worth. But 
there were several real causes which I 
could not give you for want of time, 
even if I knew them. 

“As to Wellington, his successes were 
due to Wellington, who had what Na- 
poleon lacked as a soldier; originality. 
The guerillas could have done nothing 
without Wellington.” 

“Do you think that if conscription 
or compulsory service is adopted in 
Great Britain, the masses will be- 
lieve that it is ‘part of a servile 
scheme that reaches far beyond the 
war’—that it is an attempt of the 
capitalist class to smash trade union- 
ism and democracy by placing all 
under a worse system even than 
Prussian militarism, because in their 
opinion, it will have the hypocrisy 
of patriotism and national sacrifice 
behind it? 

“And are you of optnion that the 
people will think that conscription— 
to use Mr. G. KE. Chesterton's words 

—‘ts not @ way of conquering the 
Germans, hut a way of conquering 


} the English?” 


“I don’t know what the masses wil! 
believe; but they would find all that 
— say a fairly sound working hypoth- 
esis. 

“Capitalist class is, however, rather 
too general an expression. It includes 
our country house class, which the Ger- 
mans call the Junker class. It includes 
the vagabond idle rich.- It includes the 
financiers, the employers and to some 
extent the professional class. Of these 
the country house class is the most ig- 
norant socially; and it alone imagines 
that trade unions are mere crude rebel- 
lious conspiracies, and democracy mob 
rule. The financiers and professionals 
may share these ridiculous delusions to 
the extent to which they share the social 
ignorance of the country houses, which 
means to the extent to which they are 
the younger-son offshoots of the coun- 
try houses; but there is a big wedge of 
the capitalist class which knows better. 


Capitalists Against Compulsion. 
ey N the big industries it is easier, 

and, in the long run, cheaper to 

deal with organized than with un- 
organized labor; and in any case com- 
pulsory service would clearly make for 
organization and discipline among the 
workers instead of against it. For ex- 
ample, the German working class is 
enormously better organized politically, 
syndically and co-operatively than the 
British working class. Opviously, if you 
are afraid of a class and want to keep 
it helpless and unorganized, the very 
last thing you will give it is military 
training. Consequently, the capitalists 
who know the world best and don’t 
want to change it, are against compul- 
sory service and in favor of democracy, 
which opens all doors to the adroit po- 
litical adventurer and closes them to the 
mere noodles from the chateaux and 
the faubourg St. Germain. 

“Ag to the idle rich, they are inca- 
pable of schemes of any sort, and 
neither know nor care anything about 
national service or trade unionism. 

“So you see, the capitalist class, as 
you call it, is by no means unanimous 
on the point; and if it was, and carried 
it, the result might surprise it very dis- 
agreeably. Remember that the German 
Social Democrats are not opposed to 
military service, though they are to its 
abuses. And except perhaps in our 
guards, where the discipline is Prussian 
even to the slow march which is our 
Paradeschritt, military service is more 
easy-going than in Germany.” 

“Also, in this event, are you of 
opinion that strikes, riots and wltt- 
mately a violent revolution will be 
the result if military despotism, un- 
der any pretezt, is imposed upon our 
people?” 

“IT think that {f we go on as we have 
been going on hitherto, all these calami- 
ties wil] be the result, whether or no.”

“Yes, if she ts strong enough to win 
it with them. And she is so strong in 
natural resources and in strategical] po- 
sition that if she loses it will serve her 
right. I will go so far as to say that 
an unlimited supply of soldiers to either 
side might quite conceivably lead to its 
defeat. 

“In America during the nineteenth 
century the scarcity of labor led to 1 
tremendous development of inventions 
and business faculty, on the reputation 
of which the American hustlers are still 
living. Our manufacturers would not 
invent and would not think, because 
they could always fall back on multitu- 
dinous cheap labor. In just the same 
way military general staffs will not in- 
vent or think as long as they can snow 
their enemies under with piles of 
corpses. 

“Cut off the supply of corpses, and the 
Generals will have to use their brains. 
If we had fewer men there would be no 
Dardanelles adventures. And if we can 
afford to waste more men than the 
Germans, and do waste them, the Ger- 
mans may have cause to be thankfu! 
for being outnumbered.”

SIMONDS SAYS 


Expert Contends That'Proposals With Teutonic 


“ Armies in Present 


Positions Kaiser 


W ould Not Surrender  Perritory.

It is the settled conviction of almost 


every observer of the war, both in 
neutral and belligerent countries, that 
sometime within the next few weeks a 


to bring the great war \to a close. For 
many the arrival of the Kaiser at -on- 
gtantinople, the termination of the suc- 
cessful German drive to the Bosphorus 
has been regarded as an appropriate 
occasion for a proposal mauve by @ vic- 
torlous Emperor at the close of his 
most spectacular and, in a militazy 
sere, his most successful campaign. 
What terms will triumphant Germany 
offer to her foes, defeated so far, but 


still unconquered, and still both finan- 
cially and from the military point of 
view, able to continue the war? Will 
German diplomats, like the Japanese, in 
the Portsmouth conference, be prepared 
to claim all, but arrive instructed, as 
the Japanese representatives were, to 
make peace on-any possible terms? In 
other words, how badly does Germany 
now desire peace? his ts the determin- 
inig question, and this question cannot 
be answered in advance. 

It.is possible, however, to review the 
major problems that must be consid- 
ered by ...s¢ who are to decide ior 
peace or for war and estimate the con- 
cessions that will be insisted upon by 
the various combatants that measure 
the handicaps ind barriers that, after 
16 months, stil] lie in the way of settle- 
ment. Personally, I do not velheve 
peace can be made this winter or next 
summer, but I share the current view 
that an uttempt to make peace will 
shortly be made, and I purpose in this 
article to discuss some of the main 
problems that will come with formal 
or informal peace negotiations. 

Belgium Must Be Freed. 

First of all, there is no mistaking the 
fact that neither France nor Great 
Britain will today make peace or dis- 
cuss peace until they are assured that 
the evacuation of Belgium by the Ger- 
mans ig to be the first article of the 
treaty. The debt of honor which France 
and England owe Belgium is alone suffi- 
client to compel these nations to con- 
tinue to fight for the deliverance of the 
country of King Albert.from the invader 
until they - utterly exhausted. 

But the debt of honor is not the sole 
CO rn. Great Britain fought Napoleon 
for ® bitter years because the possession 
of Antwerp and the Belgian coast by 
the French Emperor was a standing 
menace to British existence, ‘“‘a pistol 
aimed at the heart of England.” In a 
century the steamboat and the Zeppelin, 
to say nothing of the submarine, have 
made the channe! a far less considerable 
barrier than’ it was in Napoleon’s time. 
England must preserve a neutral Bel- 
gium, if she is to live herself. 

As for France, the violation of Bel- 
gium by Germany is final proof that 
the shortest road and the best road from 
Berlin to Paris runs through Brussels. 
With Germany seated along the French 
frontier from the channel to the Ar- 
dennes, France would be completely at 
the mercy of Germany for all time and 
France would sink to a second-rate 
power and. become, in fact, a mere Teu- 
tonic vassal. For France and for En- 
gland, then the freedom of Belgium is a 
question of life and death and peace is 
impossible until Belgium is free or they 
are conquered.

sium were permitted to decide, she 
would take peace and German evacu- 
ation and let the indemnity go. 
The Fate of Alsace-Lorraine. 

Few writers save German believe that 
indemnities will play any considerable 
part im any treaty of peace, and few be- 
Heve that the states of Europe will be in 
condition to pay indemnities when 
the war is over. But certainly peace 
now will have to be without indemnities 
on either side. 


Next to the liberation of Belgium, ev- 
ery Frenchman looks forward to the lib- 
eration of the ‘ ’ provinces,” a tiny 
fraction of which are now reunited te 
France. Will France now insist that 
there can be no peace before these 
provinces are receded?

If Allies WIll Pay the Bills. 


Assuming, then, that Germany will 
agree to evacuate France and Belgium, 
will she be able to exact a huge indem- 
nity as the price of such a withdrawal? 
This is what the Germans have expected 
all along, and the German Minister of 
Finance has publicly foreshadowed such 
a condition as a part of Germany's 
terms. 

Yet it is well to consider what this 
would mean. All the European states 
Lave been forced to make terrific ex¢ 
penditures tn the struggle, and Germany, 
in proportion to her resources, has spent 
more than any other combatant. Were 
she now able to make her enemies pay 
her- expenses she would be saved from 
all the greater pangs.that follow war, 
she would easily and promptly outstrip 
all her enemies commercially, and they 
would, in fact; be reduced to the estate 
of slaves’ laboring to pay the German‘ 

| indemnity. ‘ 
Noth is more certain than that 
reither Great Britain nor France, as 
the situation now stands, wil! consent 
to pay Germany a pound or a franc. 
It would amount to a tribute, it would 
be @ contribution to Germany's fu- 
ture prosperity and it would be a handi- 
¢ap ¢o their commercial] future. If Ger- 
many insists on tribute, both France 
ind Great Britain are certain to elect to 
continue the war rather than pay Ger- 
many money, ang all the nations will 
proceed to march with even step toward 
the Aneacial exheustion which must 
come: with an indefinite protraction of 
the War. 

I amt satisfied that the evacuation of 
Belgiulw and France, as well as Luxem- 
burg, are conditions essential to peace.

Poland would be a splen- 
Gia’ field for Gérman economic ex- 
ploitation; would supply army corps 
for the <Austro-German armies; 
would be a colony, not in Africa, but 
in Europe, 

To such a condition RES would 
hardly consent now, if the situation 
in the Slav empire is correctly re- 
ported. It is conceivable that Rus- 
sia, having promised Poland auton- 
omy, wowtld ‘consent to a really in- 
dependent Poland, reconstructed by 
mutual sacrifices of Austria, Prussia 
and Russia, by an unfoing of the 
work of Frederick the Great. In re- 
turn she might be paid by’ the east- 
ern half of Galicia, peopled by Rus- 
sians, if Austria would consent to 
such a sacrifice and take her pay in 
Servia, 

Yet there ia small reason to believe 
either Austria or Germany‘ would now 
consent to retire from Poland and give 
complete freedom to 'this state. As for 


‘}the Courland, Russia will not give that 


up until she has been thoroughly beaten. 
Germany, now occupying most of it, will 
hardly retjre, unless, in fact, her desire 
for peace passes all present belief. But 
if peace in the East is possihle on any 
terms, it is hard to see how there can 
be other than the complete emancipation 
of Poland and the guarantee by all three 
of its neighbors that — inde- 
pendent. 

Germans Supreme in the Balkans. 

There remains now the question that is 
most important. It is conceivazle that 
Germany will msent to retire from 
France and Belgfum, abandon the hope 
of an indemnity, and even agree to the 
erection of an indépendent Poland and 
the cession by Austria of the Trentino 
region to Italy. These things, although 
unlikely, are conceivable, but they are 
only conceivable if.in return Germany 
obtains for herself and for Austria a 
free hand from the Danube to the 
Aegean and from the Adriatic to the 
Golden Horn. | 

Unquestionably Germany and Austria 
will insist in any offers for peace they 
now make that Servia shall be put under 
Austrian control, that Germany sha!) 
be permitted a free hand in the Turk- 
ish empire—in other. words, that the two 
cemtral empires shall be permitted to 
extend their political and commercia! 
control to the Golden Horn and thence, 
through Asia Minor to the valley of the 
Euphrates and the Straits of Suez. Thiz 
is the German “place in the sun’’ long 
sought, now practically canquered. and 
the real prize that Germany hopes to 
win in the war. 

Now, such a success means little to 
France, whose future les in North Ar- 
rica, not in Western Asia, and in the 
western, not the eastern, Mediterranean. 
But for Russia it would bring the end 
of the long-cherished ambition to pos- 
sess Constantinople; it would mean the 
renunciation of all influence in the 
Balkans; it would entail the sacrifice 
@f Servia and of Bulgaria, momentarily 
qutside the Slav fold, but still regarded 
as a Russian ward. 

For the Czar, it would mean that Teu- 


{tonic influence would henceforth be 


seated at the outlets of the Russian em- 
pire, holding the gates of the Black and 
the Baltic seas, pressing the land fron- 
tier of the Caucasug and reaching east- 
ward into Persia. It would necessitate 
a surrender of all that Slavdom has 
hoped and worked and fought for dur- 
ing the centuries from Peter to the pres- 
ent Nicholas. 

‘Such a concession, such a , surresider, 
such an abdication Slavdom might make 
if it were exhausted, beaten to the 
knees, if the Hohenzollern -were in Mos- 
cow and Petrograd instead of Warsaw 
and Vilna. _ But no. such concession 
seems now possible, and it is the ab >- 
lute minimum of any German terms of 
peace which would not compel the Kais- 
er to go back to his people empty 
handed after the terrible conflict, and 
confess that for their sacrifices there 
was nothing to show but sterile military 
riumphs and the conquest of provinces 
that had been retroceded .to obtain 
peace. 

A Sword Thrust at Britain’s Heart. 


Yet, if it wére conceivable that Rus- |: 


sia would give up her dreams and turn 
her ‘back upon the vision of the spires 
of Stamboul, what of Britain? For her 
German sUpremacy at Constantinople 
would méah an immediate menace to 
Egypt and an ultimate peril to India. 
It would mean that Germany would 
possess the capital of Islam and would 
be able to turn to her advantage the 
religious fanaticism of millions of her 
native ‘subjects. F 

Great Britain has before made war 
and threatened war because she has be- 
lieved that the safety of the empire 
would be imperiled if a hostile nation, 
one of the great Powers, replaced the 
Turk at Constantinople. Germany has 


} proclaimed her march to the east as 
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an advance upon Egypt and India; she 
has announced that it is a sword thrust 
at the heart of the British Empire, 
and the facts bear out the threat. 
Therefore, Britain cannot rest so long 
as there is left to her men, and ships 
and money, and these remain. 

Peace between France and Germany, 
between Italy and Austria is now pos- 
sible. Germany. has failed to destroy 
France, and there is no longer any 
hope of reaching Paris or the channel. 
The evacuation of Belgium, even a re- 
adjustment of the boundary of Lorraine 
—the benefit being with the French— 
are not unthinkable. A free Poland and 
a mutual sacrifice In the east is con- 
ceivable. Russif’ may be so badly beat- 
en that she will resign her claim to de- 


| tend Serbia and dominate Bulgaria. But 


there is not the smallest reason to be- 
lieve that Great Britain is ready to <ur- 
render the key of her empvrre to her 
German opponent, and no present peace 
is conceivable that does not concede to 
the Austro-German alliance supremacy 
in the Balkans and domination at the 
Golden Horn. 
' Why Peace Is Impossibic. 

The real\reason why peace will not 
come now, not come now, will be 
found, I believe, in the fact that Great 
Britain has everything to lose by any 
peace that could be made on the basis 
of existing conditions, and no propor- 
tionate loss to fear from a continued

Tag Day collections yesterday for the 
@aturday and Sunday Hospital Associa- 
tion totaled $13,444.70, frem 659,146 con- 
¢tributors. This was $940.58 less than last 
year, when 57,014 contributors gave $14,- 
685.28 to the fund. The collection for 
1918 was $16,750.60. 

Contributions to the 1915 fund from 
employes, employers and miscellaneous, 
exclusive of tag collections, amounted te 
$14,065.41, which is $3639.33 more than 
from the same sources last year. This 
makes a total of $2710.11 contributed 
thus far, and the collections to be taken 


today in churches is expected to add 
considerably to the year’s total. 
$1002.71 at Union Station. 

Union Station, as in previous years, 

reported the largest collection, $1002.71. 
This was $207.70 below the 1914 collec- 
tion there. The smallest amount was 
$18.06, reported from the Usona Hotel, 
King’s highway and Waterman avenue, 
The smallest downtown collection was 
$25.35, at the American Annex. 
Nearly 1000 women and girls, sta- 
tioned in theater lobbies, office build- 
ings, stores and railway stations, par- 
ticipated in the tagging. Only in a 
few instances were the taggers upon 
the sidewalks. 

David R. Francis, presi 
dent of the Association, in commenting 
on the day's results, said the total

Mrs. Lentine Laducca Had $752, 
Her Savings, in Money Bags, 
on Her Person. 


CARMEN ARE ARRESTED

Daughter Becomes Hysterical.

LETTERS ARE SENT OUT 


After Busy Day Millionaire Goes 
Home to See if Wife Will 
Accompany Expedition.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Lots of things 


happened to Henry Ford and his peace 
expedition today. 

In Baltimore he saw Cardinal Gib- 
bons, who would not commit himself to 
a concrete indorsement. 

In Philadelphia he saw John Wana- 
maker, ‘who asked that Louis P. Loch- 
ner Mr. Ford’s associate, Come back 
Monday and tell him more about the 
project. 

In New York he got an acceptance of 
his offer to buy all the first and second 
cabin accommodations on the Oscar Il 
for the starting next Saturday. 


When all these things had come to 
pass Mr. Ford departed for Detroit, 
partly to find gut whether Mrs. Ford 
would accompany him on the expedition 
and partly to get his other affairs in 
shape for an absence that, it is now ad- 
wnitted, may continue indefinitely. 


List Is Not Complete. 

Ford took with him aboard the train 
a list of those who have accepted his 
invitations to help ‘‘call the men out 
of the trenches.”” Having only an hour 
between trains, Ford was unable to 
make known the identity of these prom- 
ised, 

As a number of third-class passengers 
had already been booked for this sail- 
ing. the owners of the steamship would 
not agree to let Ford charter her. The 
Cecar II will, carry about 6600 tons of 
freight, put no munitions. The Ford 
cabins wili accornmodate 200 persons 
and will both be made first-class for 
the trip. 

Besides this announcement there was 
made public the text of the letter with 
which Ford followed up his telegrams 
of invitation to a list of persons that 
remains as much of a secret as the list 
of those who have accepted. 

Text of the Letter. 
The letter reads in part: 
‘From the moment I realized that the 
world situation demands immediate ac- 
tion, if we do not want the war fire to 
spread any further, I joined those inter- 
national forces which are working to- 
ward ending this unparalleled catastro- 
phe. This I recognized as my human 
duty. 
“For 15 months the people of the 
world have waited for the governments 
to act; have waited for the governments 
to lead Europe out of its unspeakable 
agony and suffering and to prevent Eu- 
rope’s entire destruction. As European 
neutral governments are unable to act 
without the co-operation of our Gov- 
ernment, and as our Government, for 
unknown reasons, has not offered this 
co-operation, no further time can be 
wasted in waiting for governmental ac- 
tion. ©* ° ® 
“Men and women of our country rep- 
resenting all its ideals and all its ac- 
tivities will start from New York Dec. 
4 aboard the Scandinavian-American 
steamship Oscar II. The peace ship that 
carries the American delegation will 
proceed to Christiania, where Norway’s 
valiant sons and daughters will join the 
crusade. 

‘In Stockholm the ship’s company will 
be reinforced by the choicest of Swe- 
den’s democracy. The crusade will then 
g0 to Copenhagen, where further har- 
bingers of peace will be foregathered. 

“These various groups will add such 
momentum to the crusade that when 
the pilgrims reach The Hague, with 
its achievements of international jus- 
tice and comity, the moral power of 
the peace movement will be irresistible. 
In The Hague we hope to meet delegn- 
tions from Switzerland and from Spain. 

To Have Select Body. 

“From all these delegations will be 
selected a small deliberative body. 
which shall sit in one of the neutral 
capitals. Here it will be joined by a 
limited number of authorities of inter- 
national prominence from each belliger- 
ent country. This international confer- 
ence will frame terms of peace based 
on justice for all, regardless of the 
military situation. 

“This international conference will be 
an agency for continuous mediation. It 
will be dedicated to the stoppage of 
this hideous international carnage, and 
further dedicated to the prevention of 
future wars and to the abolition of 
competitive armaments. 

‘In case of a governmental cal! for 
an official neutral conference before 
the peace ship departs from New York 
or even reaches European shores, our 
party will continue on its mission re- 
joicing that the official gathering has 
materialized. We will then place our 
united strength solidly behind those en- 
trusted by the kovernments to carry on 
the peace negotiations.” 

“We are getting at work just now on 
a plan for getting from each of 50 uni- 
versities some live wire of a boy or girl 
to come along with us and get the inspi- 
ration of the movement.” said Lochner.

American Officers Are Proud of 
Fine Markmanship of 
Men on Border. 


VILLA FORCES ESCAPE 


General Obregon Believes He 
Will Be Able to Crush Them 
in a Few Days.

NOGALES, Ariz., Nov. 27.—With Gen. 


Funston of the American army and 
Gen. Obregon of the Mexican army con- 
ferring with the greatest amity, with 
4000 American soldiers camped on the 
hills surrounding the Arizona town and 


5000 Carranzistas doing similar service 
for the Sonora town, the twin towns of 
Nogales are packed tonight with ap- 
parently happy throngs,: with not a 
quarrel. 
Gen. Obregon has stead all saloons in 
Sonora town and his soldiers are pa- 
troling the streets. There are no sa- 
loons on the American side and the 
heavy American patrol keeps step on 
the American side with the fellows on 
the other side of the street. 
The two wounded American soldiers 
are getting well and the funerabd ar- 
rangements of the soldier who was 
killed have been made. On the Mexi- 
can side, where 40 were killed, all the 
dead have been dragged away except 
one man, who is in a corral where a 
bunch of horses are now tethered. As 
soon as the horses are taken out he will 
be buried. 
A peculiarity of the deaths on. the‘ 
Mexican side was that, with one excep- 
tion, the hits were all in the head. The 
American officers are proud of the 
marksmanship shown by their men. 
Col. Bertran Escaped. 
Gen. Obregon believes he can defeat 
Villa before Hermosillo, and that the 
elimination of the former bandit is a 
matter of days. 
Col, Enrique Terrazzas, a Villa offi- 
cer who was particularly obnoxious to 
Americans in Mexico, was executed out- 
side of Sonora town, but Col. Bertran 
escaped to the south. He is the man 
who recently ordered the execution of 
Engineer Bean in Cananea. Bean was 
very popular among Americans and 
Mexicans. 


Charles Montague reached Nogales 
from Cananea early today, bringing the 
story of how Gen. Almeida of the Villa 
forces paused in Cananea last Saturday 
long enough to loot the Mercantile Bank 
of Cananea, tear up the American con- 
sular agent’s office and terrorize the 
population. Montague is cashier of the 
bank. He said: 
“I had sat around all afternoon, wait- 
ing-for the Villistas to come for me, as 
I was sure they intended to rob the 
bank. Soon after dark a Captain came 
to the house, saying the General wanted 
to see me. I went with him to the bank. 
There the General and his staff were 
gathered. 
“They had shot the lock off the door, 
and broken windows. Some of them 
were inside the bank and some outside. 
The General was conspicuous tn a red 
sweater. He was a most ferocious ap- 
pearing person with a big scar on his 
face. 

Took Silver From Safe, 
“IT could not unlock the door which 
they had broke, and this enraged them. 
So the General gave me a boost through 
the broken glass, telling me to open the 
safes and vaults. The soldiers had been 
pounding on the combination of the big 
vault with their rifles. As I knelt be- 
fore the door, they persisted in poking 
me in the ribs with the muzzles of their 
rifles. Finally I told them I could not 
unlock the vault. Then we went to a 
smaller safe, and I opened it, revealing 
bags of silver. They carried them out, 
sack by sack, and gave them to men on 
horseback.

PRIZES FURNISHED 
FOUR-ROOM HOUSE 


Illinois Boilermaker Kept Gath- 
ering Coupons From Friends 
for Eight Years. 


A boller maker employed by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. at Wood River, Il, has fur- 
nished a four-room house, even to the 
piano, by saving tobacco tags and cou- 
pons, and is now saving toward a five- 
passenger automobile. It has taken him 
eight years to furnish the house. 

The boiler maker, John Haderlein, yes- 
terday told in Alton how he began sav- 


ing. He, like most tobacco users had 
been in the habit of throwing away the 
tags and coupons until one day a little 
more than eight years ago a friend jocu- 
larly reminded him that if he would save 
them he could obtain many articles of 
value. 


“TI looked over a premium list,” Ha- 
derlein said, “and started to save to 
get a pocket knife. I told a few of 
my friends about it, and they gave 
their tags to me. Pretty soon I had 
the knife. Then I began to save for 
furniture. 


“In elght years I have completely 
furnished my home. I have obtained all 
the articles of furniture as well as 
pictures and many kinds of bric-a- 
brac. After I had chairs, beds, dishes, 
etc., and all those things, I decided I 
wanted a piano. The premium book 
said it would take 750,000 tags-to get 
it I got the tags, and I got the 
piano. 

“Of course I didn’t do it all myself. 
If I smoked for several hundred years 
I couldn't save up enough tags to get 
all those things. I asked the men at 
the oll refinery, where I work, to save 
tags for me and a lot of them have been 
doing it. In addition to that I have 
written friends in many parts of the 
country and they are saving tags for 
me.

LONDON, Nov, 27.—The strip of 
territory held by the Servians along 
the western edge of the tives 
main has grown notably thin under 
the steady pressure of the Teutonic 


allies. Along the northern end of 


the line the Austrians have cleared 
the region of King Peter’s troops for 
somt f/distance to the southwest of 
Mitrovitza, while the Germans have 


occupied the héights on the left bank 


across the Kossovo Plain from Pris- 
tina. 

To the south the Bulgarians are 
still further west. They are reported 
by Berlin as having crossed a line 
running through Stimlia and Ljube- 


miles east of Prisrend, which lies 
close to the frontier, Stimlia lying 
directly north of Ljubeten. The Bul- 
garian drive seems to threaten to 
complete shutting of. ot Seryian re- 
treat in a southerte direction except 
through Albanian territory. 

In South Servia there are signs of 
renewed activity on the part of forces 
opposing the Bulgarians. According 
to an unofficial report the Servians 
have recaptured Krushevo, 20 miles 
west of Prilep and some 25 miles 
northwest of Monastir. 

It is reported 125,000 allied soldiers 
already have debarked at Saloniki 
and that forces are continuing to 
be landed in large numbers. Athens 
reports that a new collective note 
has been sent to Greece by the min- 
isters of the entente allies outlining 
measures which it is desired Greece 
shall take in conformity with the 
preliminary agreement. A consulta- 
tion between King Constantine and 
Premier Skouloudis and a Cabinet 
meeting followed the presentation.

SAYS GERMAN VICTORIES IN 
EAST WILL DECIDE NOTHING 


Stephen Pichon Declares Central Powers Now 
Face Insurmountable Difficulties, That 
Advantage Is With Allies. 


TORN 10 PIECES 
BY SHELL STORM 


Town Like Pit of Amphitheater 
With Projectiles Sweeping 
Into All Parts of It.

VIENNA, via Amsterdam and London, 
Nov. 26.—The fourth battle around Go- 
rizia has passed into its third week and 
today continues with unabated fierce- 
ness. 
When I was in Gorizia 10 days ago 
only about 500 houses had been destroyed, 
and these chiefly at the southwesterly 
edge, where the zone of fighting had 
drawn close to the outskirts of the town. ' 
Since then Gorizia is said to have been 
subjected to so severe a bombardment 
that 1800 buildings are in ruins, among 
them the cathedral, the Bishop’s pal- 
ace and the city hall. The number of 
dead and wounded civilians is now 
around 200. Of the 16,000 inhabitants still 
there 10 days ago, many have fled and a 
large number of those remaining are liv- 
ing in cellars. As soon as the bombard- 
ment ceases many refugees return to the 
town despite the danger. One shell 
killed four children in thely bedroom, In 
the Avenue Trieste 600 shells are re- 
ported to have fallen. 
The city is like the pit of a great 
amphitheater, with battles raging on the 
heights on three sides of the town. 
Around San Michele and San Martino 
royalty is pitted against royalty. Here 
the Duke of Aosta is unsuccessfully try- 
ing to wrest from the Archduke Joseph 
the military key to the situation. 
Reports received here give credit to the 
Italians for bravery not previously at- 
tributed to them. The reports tell how 
repeatedly the Italians charge over their 
fallen troops and refer to the ghastli- 
ness of shells exploding among the 
heaps eof dead. Despite colder wather, 
the horror of it all is such that even 
steel-nerved veterans are said to find 
it well nigh unendurable.

Is Being Allowed to Succumb. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The Associa- 
tion of Coroners announced yesterday 
that any physicians, nurses or other per- 
eons who attempt to exercise the pow- 
er of life or death over babies in this 
city, will be promptly prosecuted under 
the statutes if the child dies. The de- 
cision of the Coroners came as a result 
of the Roberts baby case. That infant 
is near death in the Babies’ Hospital. 
Surgeons at the hospital denied the 
assertion of Dr. Maurice Rosenberg, who 
was called in at the birth, that the in- 
fant had not been operated on because 
the doctors decided to allow her to die. 
They said an operation would not be 
justified, and one might not be possible 

for two months.

Knew Him as Murphy. 

Clifton W. Henry, of 2321 North 
Twelfth streety who was wounded in the 
fight in which Cockrell was killed, told 
policemen at the city hospital that he 
knew his comrade as George Murphy, 
and that he understood Murphy lived 
near Twelfth and Madison streets. 

The name of Cockrell was not known 
tothe police, in connection with the case 
until Louis Cockrell, employed in a 
candy store at Broadway and Olive 
street, called at the morgue and recog- 
nized his brother’s body.

Lackawanna’s Tracks Congested 
From New York to Scranton, 
Pa., With Loaded Cars. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—The Dela- 


ware, Lackawanna & Western Rail- 
road, whose lines are choked as far 


back as Scranton with loaded freight 
cars it cannot move, today instructed 
its agents to accept no more freight 
for export until further notice to enable 
steamship companies to catch up with 
the railroads. 

More than 6000 loaded cars from 
the West, all containing grain, feed, 
flour, copper and hundreds of other 
commodities, have virtually turned 
the terminals and sidings of the road 
into a storage warehouse for weeks.

Testimony indicating that “Big Bill’ 
Street, Assistant Chief of Police of Mad- 
ison, Ill., was carrying two revolvers 
at the time when his wife, Mrs. Cath- 


erine Street, and Patrolman Charles 
Barmeier were killed in an alley near 
Ninth and Salisbury streets, Thursday 
night, was obtained yesterday by Chief 
of Detecttives Allender. He regards it 
as of great importance, in view of the 
fact that Street had but one revolver 
when he was arrested. 

Barmeier, who was not acquainted 
with the woman, was killed in the per- 
formance of his duty. He shot Street 
in the leg, but Street, who is‘a pris- 
oner, still denies that he shot either 
Barmeier or his wife, with whom he 
was quarreling when the policeman ap- 
proached them, Street refused to discuss 
the statements that he had carried two 
revolvers. 

Street Denies Allegation. 

When Street was arrested, two hours 
after the shooting, he had a black 38- 
caliber revolver with the hammer rest- 
ing On an empty chamber, and the 
other chambers loaded. He said this 
was his only weapon, but today Allen- 
der was informed by Chief of Police 
McCambridge of Madison, that Street 
was accustomed to carrying two revol- 
vers. 

Allender then sent for Adam Leffler, 
bartender at the saloon where’ Street 
met his wife, shortly before the killing. 
Leffler had previously said that Street 
drew a revolver on him. On being re- 
examined, the bartender was asked to 
describe the revolver, and he said it 
was nickel-plated. This tended , to 
strengthen the suggestion that one re- 
volver disappeared between the time 
of the double killing and Street’s ar- 
rest. 

Leffler has said he saw a man, said 
to be a Madison gambler, in the saloon 
when Street was quarreling with his , hy x 
wife there. Street has said there was| ,(ganeaemmguanen 
a third man in the alley where the : es 
shooting occurred. Inquiry is being 
made as to the whereabouts of the 
Madison man. 

Bullet Passed Through Body. 

The autopsy failed to determine, 
whether Barmeier was shot in the 
breast or in the back. The bullet passed 
through therbody, and there was noth- 
ing to show in which direction it 
passed. Five shots were heard by per- 
sons in the neighborhood of the ‘shoot- 
ing, and the bullets that killed the 
woman and the policeman were of 38- 


caliber.

Successfully managed his big hotel in 
the wholesale district of Seattle, and in 
his last days administer+d tender care 
to him, have brought wealth to Miss Joe 
Suzuki, a Japanese woman, who re- 
ceives most of the $150,000 bequeathed by 
William Holt, Seattle realty dealer, ho- 
tel man and fruit grower. 

Sixteen years ago Miss Suzuki came 
tc the United States from Japan, and a 
year later she wandered into the Grand 
Central Hotel, in company with other 
Japanese women, in search of employ- 
ment as chambermaid. She obtained a 
place, and it was not long before Wil- 
iam Holt, the owner of the hotel, rec- 
ognized in her a conscientious worker. 
She aided him from time to time in 
Caring for executive details, and her 
ability as a manager soon won her a 
place as business head of the hotel. 

Holt’s other business interests 
quired his attention, and his confidence 
in the ability of Miss Suzuki was fully 
justified by her skillful management 
under conditions that were very trying 
at times. 

To show her gratitude for his faith in 
her, the little Japanese woman worked 
night and day in his interests and be- 
came his business lieutenznt. 

“You have been a great help to m: 
Curing these 15 years,’’ Holt said to Miss 
Suzuki a week before he died, ‘‘and I 
arm going to reward you some day.” ‘ 

But he never revealed how he was 
going to compensate ner and the little 
Nipponese gave little thought to his re 
mark. Perhaps it was because she dis- 
missed the conversation ‘rom her mind 
that she was held nearly speechless 
when his will was filed and later ad- 
mitted to probate in the Superior Court 
of King County and it was disclosed 
that she was the major beneficiary in 
his estate. 

Holt bequeathed $7000 to two children’s 
homes in Seattle; contributed two lots 
to the town of Wapata, Wash.; left con- 
siderable property in Seattle and Yaki- 
ma to Willis B. Herr, the executor of 
his estate, and left almost all the re- 
mainder of his property to the Japanese 
woman. He was 53 years old and un- 
married. 

“IT think I shall spend most of my 
time on the fruit ranch in the rich Ya- 
kima County in Eastern Washington 
which he left me,’’ said Miss Suzuki. 
“Next year, perhaps, I will go to sea 
my parents, who live in Central Japan. 
Possibly I will bring some of my rela- 
tives back with me.

She has not decided what she will do 
with the hotel, in which she was given 
half interest. The Grand Central Hotel 
once was regarded as one of the biggest 
and best hostelries in Seattle, but now 
the hotel is surrounded by wholesals 
houses.

‘Bernstorff, It Is Said, Considers 
Asking for Retraction and 
Possibly an Apology. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—The German 
ambassy, according to information re- 
ceived today from. an authoritative 
source, resents the accusations which 
are understood to have been made 
against Capt. Karl Boy-Ed, German na- 
val attache here, in the trial in Federal 
Court at New» York of officials of the 
Hamburg-American Line. It was said 
Ambassador von Bernstorff was pre- 
paring to file a vigorous complaint with 
the State Department at the conclusion 
of the trial, asking at least for some- 
thing in the nature of a retraction, and 
possibly for an apology. 

The German embassy, it is under- 
‘gtood, has not yet decided just what 
form the protest will take. A copy of 
the stenographic report of the remarks 
of counsel for the Government and the 
testimony given at the trial is under- 
stood to have been ordered from New 
York so that officials of the embassy 
may know exactly what has been said 
in the courtroom. ‘© 

Feel He Was Harshly Treated. 
The embassy is particularly anxious 
determine whether Capt. Boy-Ed was 
cluded by inference or otherwise in 
the reference made by Assistant United 
States District Attorney Wood to the 
defendants in the case as “riding rough- 
shod over the laws of the United States. 
treating them as if they were scraps of 
_paper.”’ 

It was said by a person in close touch 
with officials of the embassy that it was 
felt Capt. Boy-Ed had been very harsh- 
ly treated in the circumstances and that 
too much had been made out of his con- 
nection with the case. The embassy 
was described further as feeling that 
Capt. Boy-Ed had done nothing that, 
under the law, he did not have a perfect 
right to do and that, all things consid- 
ored, he had done no more than naval 
attaches of embassies of the entente al- 
lies. 

As to the form of the embassvy’s pro- 
test, it was said much depended on the 
outcome of the trial. Should an acquif- 
tal result the embassy might feel that 
in making complaint it would stand upon 
much firmer ground, as it could point 
out, incidentally, that the defendants 
themselves had been freed of the charge 
made by the Government.

Hovey had been living apart from 


UNITED STATES 


WON'T INDORSE 
OVERSEAS TRUST 


Organization Has Now Modified 
Plans to Eliminate Dis- 
crimination. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 27.—Great Brit- 
ain has informally asked the United 
States if it would unofficially approve 
the American Overseas Trust and the 
State Department has replied that under 
no circumstances could any sanction be 
given to an organization which would 
receive preferential treatment over other 
American shippers. 

Sweden also has made similar inquiry 
and has been advised that the plan had 
not been indorsed. 

It developed that part of the plan of 
the trust was to organize subsidiaries in 
neutral countries and that a measure of 
supervision was to be given to the Brit- 
ish Government by permitting access to 
the books of the concern in neutral 
countries. Sweden informed Great Brit- 
ain that sh® would not approve such a 
plan. 

State Department officials declared to- 
day that the Overseas Trust organizers 
now realize they could not hope to get 
moral assistance from the American 
Government so long as their plan con- 
templated preferential treatment for one 
set of American shippers as against 
others. That feature now has been 
abandoned and a representative of the 
trust is in Lon#fon negotiating with 
the British Government to the end that 
the latter will have no connection with 
the new organization. 

It was explained.that the Department 
of Commerce has not given its approv- 
al to the Overseas Trust, merely stip- 
ulating that the plan would be accepta- 
ble if no discrimination were practiced. 
It was made plain that the Washington 
Government would exercise much cau- 
tion in dealing with the question, in or- 
der that no action may be construed as a 
recognition of the British order in coun- 
cil. 

Great Britain has yielded to the 
American representations for removal of 
all restrictions on the shipment of to- 
bacco to newtral consignees in neutral 
countries. ord of thjs reached here 
today from the American embassy at 
London. The Netherlands Government 
also has removed similar restrictions. 

The British embassy today sent the 
following message to Secretary Lan- 
sing: 

“The Foreigy Office informs me that 
tue British Government agrees for the 
present not to interfere with the car- 
goes of tobacco shipped to neutral con- 
signees in neutral countries and states 
that in these circumstances tobacco in 
all its forms destined for Holland will 
no longer be required to be consigned 
to The Netherlands Overseas Trust.”’ 


MELBA HOARDS 


HER VANISHING 
GOLDEN. NOTES 


Soprano at Odeon Beginning to 
Show Effect of ‘Her Ad- 
vancing Years. 


By RICHARD L, STOKES. 


ME. NELLIE MELBA'S recital at 
VI the Odeon last night was nota- 
ble for the parsimony with which 
she doled out her voice, as if fearful 
that the store remaining in her vocal 
purse might too easily be exhausted. 
She ventured upon only one number of 
any considerable dimensions and then 
proffered a lyric aria and six songs, 
which rapidly diminished in specific 
gravity until they reached the lightness 
of “Annie Laurie’ :and “John Ander- 
son, My Jo, John.’’ With the aid of 
Robert Parker, baritone, and Miss Beat- 
rice Harrison, ‘cellist, she contrived to 
eke out a program two hours In length. 


It is true that Mme. Melba, according 
to musical works of reference, is 56 
years old. But the contrast between 
the chariness of her outgiving and the 
lavish prodigality of xrnestine Schu- 
mann-Heink, only two years her junior, 
who occupied the same platform 24 
hours before, was too glaring to escape 
notice. Schumann-Heink gave her own 
program unaided, and it consisted of 
four great arias, a song cycle of eight 
exacting numbers, five big songs and 
three encores, one of the last being so 
sizable a thing as Schubert’s ‘“‘Erlking.” 
But, then, Schumann-Heink is weil 
aware. that her vocal wealth is more 
munificert today than it ever was. 


Melba’s Best Number. 


Melba’s i »st ambitious number was 
the Mad Scene-from Thomas’ “Hamlet,” 
and in this she anxiously shielded her 
voice wherever possible. Some of the 
most difficult parts she omitted outright, 
such ac the scale near the end which 
ends on’ igh E—and this was Melba, 
once famous because of her command 
of a range ascending to F above C in 
alt. 

The highest note which she ventured 
in this number, and, in fact, throughout 
the program, was a hesitant D, and the 
concluding note, a B, she touched for 
just a moment and ‘then dropped it like 
a hot coal. - 

Ghost Left of Trfll. 

In her prime, Melba was acclaimed 
the greatest coloratura soprano in the 
world; but if her singing of the mad 
Scene is conclusive, the former glories 
of her art have faded irreparably. So 
far as this seléction showed, only a 
ghost is left of the trill, as supple and 
rippling as that of a bird, which 20 
years ago was considered the most per- 
fect ever bestowed upon a singer; and 
departed is the technical 


' 


brilliance ' 


which in her youth entranced two con- 
tinents. 

But at times haunting memories of 
the Melba that was arose in her lyrics, 
the “‘Addio” aria from ‘“‘Boheme;” the 
“Chant Venitien,”” by Bemberg, and the 
waltz song which invariably finds a 
place on her programs, “Se Saran 
Rose,” by Arditi. These were mostly 
pure melody, with little vocal ornamen- 
tation, and in them were audible echoes 
of the voice that was’onee beloved for 
its crystal purity, its limpidity, its bell- 
like clarity. 

Her encores were “Annie Laurie” (the 
words of which, by the way, she sang 
from a sheet of paper), Tosti’s “Mat- 
tinata,’’ in which she accompanied her- 
self at the piano, and Dvorak’s 
Alte Mutter.” 


In Miss Harrison, 2i-year-old English 
girl, the audience beheld the novelty of 
a woman 'cellist. It is not generally 
considered that a woman has the phys- 
ical strength to stop the heavy strings 
and wield the large bow; and Miss Har- 
rison, in her playing, emphasized the 
feminine phase of the instrument, her 
selections being chosen for tunefulness 
rather than virility. It was notable 
that a large proportion of her music 
lay upon the A string, called the “‘chant- 
erelle,’’ or singer. 

Parker at once installed himself in the 
good graces of his hearers by singing 
the Prologue to “I Pagliacci” in Eng- 
lish. Several frank souls in the audience 
jovially admitted that they had never 
known before what the famous baritone > 
monologue was all about. With a ring- 
ing voice, handled with taste and skill, 
he sang two Strauss songs, the Tschal- 
kowsky “Don Juan Serenade” and three 
encores, one of them Huhn aetting of 
Henley’s famous poem, “Invictus.” 
Frank St. Leger played exemplary ac- 
companiments for the three soloists. A 
rather large audience was present.

KILLED BY SnOTS

New Jersey Family Believed to 
Have Been Murdered by 
Laborer Who Ended Life.

Weitzmann and his wife had been 
shot in the head. In another bedroom 
was found the body of Mrs. Kigner 
In still another room were the bodies of 
three men—the two farmhands and Kig- 
ner. One of the farm hands had died 
while he evidently was kneeling in 
prayer on his bed. He was shot in 
the back of the head. On the floor 
lay the body of Kigner.

This was the most sensational 
and dramatic presidental campaign 
im Amertean history, and of the com- 
mending figures on the Democratic 
side of that contest Col, Watterson 
is the only survivor.

O his familiars, Mr. Tilden was a 
7 dear old bachelor, who lived in a 
fine old mansion in Gramercy 
Park. Though 60 years of age, he 
seemed in the prime of manhood; a 


genial and overflowing scholar; a trained 


and earnest publicist; a public-spirited, 
patriotic citizen, well known and highly 
esteemed, who had made fame and for- 


 gune at the bar, but had never held im- 


portant office. He was a dreamer with 


a head for business; a philosopher, yet 


an organizer. He pursued the tenor of 
his life with measured tread. His do- 
mestic fabric was disfigured by none 
of the isolation and squalor that so 
often attend the confirmed celibate. 

His home life was a model of order 
und decorum; his home was unchal- 
lenged as a boshopric, its hospitality, 
though select, abundant and untiring. 
An elder sister presided at his board, 
as simple, kindly and unostentatious, 
but as methodical as himself. 

He was a lover of rare books, but 
also of blooded cattle, horses and dogs, 
and out-of-door activities; not much of 
music and art. He was fond of young 
people, particularly of young girls, and 
drew them about him, and was a verita-

plenteously, though he enjoyed it—es- 
pecially his “‘Blue Seal”’ while it lasted— 
and sipped his whisky. and water on oc- 
casion with a pleased composition of 
redolent of discursive talk, which, when 
he cared to lead the conversation, he 
was a master. He had early come into 
a great legal practice and held a com- 
manding place at the bar.

He 
was himself so much better advised that 
months ahead he prefigured very nearly 
the exact vote. The afternoon of the 
day of election I found him in his li- 
brary, confident and calm. 

“What majority will you have?’ 
asked cheerily. 

“Any,’’ I replied, having of course the 
presidential nomination in mind. 

“How about 15,000?” 

“Quite enough.”’ 

“Twenty-five thousand?” 

“Still better.” 

“The majority,” he said, 
little fn excess of 50,000.’

He had organized his 
campaign by school districts. His 
canvass system was perfect, his can- 
Vassers were as penetrating and careful 
as census takers. He had before him 
reports from every voting precinct in 
the State. They were corroborated py 
the official returns. He had defeated 
Gen. John A, Dix, thought to be invinceli- 
ble, by a majority very nearly the same 
as that by which Gov. Dix had been 
elected two years before. 

The campaign for the presidéntial 
nomination began as early as the au- 
tumn of 1875. The southern end was 
easy enough, a committee of Southern- 
ers residing in New York, most of them 
members of the club, was formed. Never 
a leading Southern man came to town 
If of enough im- 
portance, he was shown around to 15 
Gramercy Park. Be sure he next turned 
up at the corner of Fifteenth street and 
Fifth avenue. 

Mr. Tilden measured up to the South- 
ern standard of the gentleman in poli- 
tics. He impressed the disfranchised 
Southern leaders as a statesman of the 
old order, and altogether after their own 
idea Jif what a President ought to be. 
The South came to 8t. Louis, the seat 
of the National Committee, represented 
by its foremost citizens and almost a 
unit for the Governor of New York. The 
main opposition sprang from Tammany 
Hall, of which John Kelly was then the 
chief. Its very extravagance proved an 
advantage to Tilden. 

Two days before the meeting of the 
convention I sent this message to Gram- 
ercy Park: “Tell Blackstone,” (his fa- 
vorite among his horses and a Kentuck- 
ian) “that he wins in a walk.’ The anti- 
Tilden men put up the Hon. S. S. (‘‘Sun- 
set’’) Cox for temporary chairman. It 
was a clever move. Mr. Cox, though sure 
for Tammany, was*popular everywhere 
and notably in the South. His backers 
thought that with him they could count 
upon a majority of the National Com- 
mittee. 

The night before the assembling, Mr. 
|Tilden’s two or three lea@@ing friends on 
the committee came to me and said: 
“We can elect you chairman over Cox, 
but no one else.” 1 gemurred at once. 
“I don't know one rule of parliamentary 
law from another,” I said. 

“We will have the best parliamentari- 
an on the continent right by you all the 
time,” they said. ‘I can’t see to recog- 
nize a man on the floor of the conven- 
tion,”’ I said. ‘We'll have a dozen men 
to tell you,” they replied. So it was ar- 
ranged and thus at the last moment I 
was chosen. 


Manuscript Read to

One might as well attempt to drive 
six horses by proxy as preside over 
a national convention by Hearsay. 1 
lost my parliamentarian at once. 1 
just made my parliamentary law as we 
went alone Never before nor since did 
any deliberative body proceed under 
manual so startling and original. But 
I delivered each ruling with a resonance 
—it were better called in impudence— 
which had an air of authority. There 
was a good deal of quiet laughing on 
the floor among the knowing ones-- 
though I knew the mass were as igno- 
rant as I was myself—and, realizing 


that I meant to be just and was expe- 
diting business, the convention soon 


warmed to me, and, feeling this, I be- 
gan to be perfectly at home. I never 
had a better. day’s sport in all my life. 

Mr. Tilden was nominated on the sec- 
ond ballot. The campaign which fol- 
lowed proved one of the most memorable 
in our history. When it came to an 
end the result showed on the face of 
the returns 206 in the electoral college, 
21 more than a majority, and in the 
popular vote 4,300,316, a majority of 
264,800 over Hayes. 

How this came to be first contested 
and then’ complicated so as to ultimate- 
ly be set aside has been minutely re- 
lated by its authors. 

Newspapers Conceded 

Election of Tilden. 

HE newspapers of the eighth of No- 
d vember, the morning ofter election, 

both Republican and Democratic, 
conceded an overwhelming victory for 
Tilden and Hendricks. There was, how- 
cver, a single exception. The New York 
Times had gone to press with its first 
edition, leaving the result in doubt, bu: 
inclining toward the success of the Dem- 
ocrats. In its later edition this tenta- 
tive attitude was changed to the state- 
ment that Hayes lacked the vote only 
of Florida, ‘‘claimed by the Republic- 
ans,”’ to be sure of the required 15) 
votes in the electoral college. The stor; 
of this surprising discrepancy betwee. 
midnight and daylight reads like a chap- 
ter of fiction. 

After the early edition of the Times 
had gone to press, certain members of 
the editorial staff were at supper, very 
much cast down by the returns, when 
a messenger brought a telegram from 
Senator Barnum of Connecticut. head of 
the Democratic National Committee, 
asking for the Times’ latest news from 
Oregon, Louisiana, Florida and South 
Carolina. Except for that unlucky tele- 
gram, Tilden would probably have been 
inaugurated President of the United 
States. 

The Times people, intense Republican 
partisans, saw at once an opportunity. 
If Barnum did not know, why not a 
doubt be raised? At once the editorial

One of the editorial council, Mr. John 
C Reid, hurried to Republican head- 
quarters in the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
which he found deserted, the triumph of 
Tilden hafing long before sent every- 
} body to bed. Mr. Reid then sought the 
room of Senator Zachariah Chandler, 
chairman of the National Republican 
Committee. While upon this errand he 
encountered in the hotel’s corridor ‘‘2 
small man wearing an immense pair of 
goggles, his hat drawn over his ears, a 
great coat with a heavy military col- 
lar and carrying a gripsack and news- 
paper in his hand.” 


Plot Formulated and 

the Telegrams Sent. 

HE newspaper was the New York 
T Tribune, announcing the election 

of Tilden and the defeat of Hayes. 

The newcomer was Mr. William E. 
Chandler, just arrived from New Hamp- 
shire and very much exasperated by 
what he read. ’ 

Mr. Reid had another tale to tell. 
The two found Mr. Zachariah Chandler 
who bade them “leave him alone and 
do whatever they thought best.” They 
Gid so consumingly, sending telegrams 
tc Columbia, Tallahassee and New Or- 
leans stating to each of the parties ad- 
dressed that the result of the election 
cepended upon his Sate. To these were 
appended the signature of Zachariah 
Chandler. 

Later in the day Senator Chandler, ad- 
vised of what had been set on foot and 
its possibilities, iss1ed fram National 
Republrcan heaquarters this laconic*mes- 
sage: 

“Hayes has 18 electoral votes and is 
elected.”* 

This began and was put in motion the 
scheme to cgnfuse the returns and make 
a disputed count of the vote. 


The day after the election T wired Mr. 


Tilden suggesting that as Governor of 
New York he propose to Mr. Hayes, the 
Governor of Ohio, that they unite upon 
a committee of eminent cftizens, com- 


qY 

posed in equal numbers of the friends of 
each, who should proceed at once to 
Louisiana, which appeared to be the ob- 
jective point of greatest moment to the 
already contested result. Pursuant to 4 
telegraphic correspondence which fol- 
lowed, I left Louisville that night for 
New Orleans. I was joined en route by 
Mr. Lamar of Mississippi, and together 
we arrived in the Crescent City on Fri- 
day morning. 

It has since transpired that the Repub- 
licans were promptly advised by the 
Western Union Telegraph Co. of all that 
passed over its wires, and my dispatches 
to Mr. Tilden were read in Republican 
headquarters at least as socn as they 
reached Gramercy Park. 

Mr. Tilden did not adopt the plan ofa 
direct proposal to Mr. Hayes. Instead 
he chose a bodywof Democrats to go tu 
the “seat of war.’’ But before any of 
them had arrived, Gen. Ggant,. anticipat- 
ing what was about to happen, appoint.

WIN FOR SOLDIERS 


Crowd of 40,000 Watches in Rain 


Brilliant Work of Oliphant and 
McEwan Which Brings Victory to 
West Point Over Annapolis. 


.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Better equipped with a running at- 
tack of both the subtle and the powerful variety, and displaying 
creater mastery of the kicking game, the Army eleven today ad- 
ministered its third defeat in a row to the Sailors. 


Before a crowd of 45,000, 


including the President of the 


United States, who had an excellent opportunity to display his 
reutrality to the two branches of the service, West Point defeated 


Annapolis by the score of 14 to 0. 


The score is hardly a fair estimate 
of the disparity in general football 
knowledge between the two elevens, 
since the Army threatened again and 

gain to run up the score, and was 
stopped more by Navy pluck than by 
Navy skill. 

The game, as usual with these an- 
nual encounters, was hard and rough, 
albeit clean. No quarter was asked 
or given, and for this reason the 
superior physical condition of the 
soldiers was a big factor. For as 
the fog settled down over the Polo 
Grounds, and the lights began to pop 
out here and there along the viaduct, 
the Cadets grew stronger and strong- 
er, fought harder and harder to pile 
up the score, while there was not 
lacking evidence that the men from 
Annapolis were gradually being 
worn down. 


Oliphant the Game’s Star. 


Out of the ruck of the-fighting and 
the melee in all quarters of the fleld 
one man stood pre-eminent. He was 


Oliphant, the stocky Army halfback, 
who made both the touchdowns and 
kicked both the goals. Originally 
from Purdue, where he already had 
built up a reputation, Oliphant sat 
on the Army bench most,of last year, 
absorbing what he could of the sys- 
tem that Lieut. Charlie Daly and his 
aids were teaching. He was not ex- 
actly ripe, last year, and he was too 
good to spoil. He has held over for 
this season’s campaign and a deal of 
work was spent on him by the 
coaches. 

if.ever a player Justified the long 
experimentation and the chances of- 
fered him to come through, now in 
one position, now in another, that 
player. was Oliphant. He was a 
savage ball carrier and interferer on 
the offense, and a terror on the de- 
fense. 

The Navy ends were by no means 
poor, but they could do next to noth- 
ing to this hard-running back, who 
caught kicks coolly, but started im- 
mediately after the catch like a streak 
of fire and stood up and fought, but- 
ted and straight-armed until half the 
Annapolis team was on his back or 
clinging to his legs, or both. 

He had the benefit of the strong in- 
dividual interference of a big husky 
line that much of the afternoon had 
the jump on their foemen, but he also 
used his own head, especially in the 
course of his run for the second 
touchdown, when he picked his path 
where he found it, sought out those 
spots where his interference was 
doing the greatest execution and 
turned and twisted for a good 20 
yards for a touchdown.

The sailormen had been getting 
desperate, for they knew they were 
in for an*uphill fight, and as a re- 
sult they started their forward pass- 
ing sometimes in situations that were 
not promising.

The sturdy half took the ball 
on the first play and skipped out for 
the right, and then as promptly 
snaked his way to the left where the 
interference hdd provided an alley for 
him. He had to doa deal of work for 
himself, however, for not a few of the 
Navy defense Slapped into him. He 
was a wonder with the straight arm, 
however, and spilled his men right 
and left.

HE Army gained the whiphand 
at an early stage and wae able

Point ends. Despite the good oe 
of Von Heimburg, who was droppe 
back from end by the Annapolis team 
for that purpose, it became apparent 
early in the first period that Oli- 
phant’s running back of kicks would 
give the soldiers a chance to jump 
into the lead, even if the aggressive 
kicking game put on by Coffin falled 
to lead to a “break.” 

That aggressive kicking game 
type of play that gave the sail 
backs a wet and heavy ball 
handle, compelled the first “break,” 
one that put the Navy ina hole. Pos- 
sibly Coffin’s excellent kicking and 
Oliphant’s running back of the Navy 
punting would have had the same re- 
sult, but as it turned out, fumbling 
came into play, just as it has done 
in almost every big game this season, 
and made it unnecessary to work out 
the usual Eastern scheme of edging 
down the field a few yards at a time. 

Fewer than 11 pars had been run 
off when Coffin hoisted one of his 
neat spinners far iown into the foe's 
territory.

Moore, general manager of the proposed 
highway, has been in St. Louis recently 
several days at a time, He addressed 
the Members’ Conference of the Busi- 
ness Men’s League, telling them of the 
plan of construction of the highway. 

- brief the highway is to be a con- 
crete road from St Louis to Chicago 
built as an air line between the prin- 
sipal towns and its use will be con- 
fined strictly to motor-driven vehicles, 
either pleasure cars or trucks. The 
roadway is to be divided in the center 
by a curbing, thereby keeping north- 
bound traffic on the right and south- 
round traffic on the left of the roadway 
A charge for the use of the road of % 
cent per mile per vehicle will be made 
when it is constructed. That would 
mean that the charge for an automo- 
bile for the through trip from St. Louis 
to Chicago would be $1.50. Toll gates 
will be stationed every 10 miles. The 
minimum charge for the use of the road 
will be 5 cents. 

It is stated that the right of way from 
St. Louis to Chicago can be secured on 
an air-line basis fur $100,000, and at- 
tempts are being madé to induce St. 
Louisans to make small investments in 
the stock of the company. Heavy sales 
of the stock have been made in IIli- 
rois towns through which the highway 
will pass.

REO IS BUILDING 
PLANT ADDITIONS 


Passing through Lansing, Mich., on 
the Grand Trunk Railroad one will 
likely get the impression of a new city 
in the building. The Keo automobile 
factories are directly opposite the 
Grand Trunk station in that thriving 
city, and the numerous additions that 
are being made to the factory give an 
impression similar to that mentioned 
above. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ writes Mr. 
Scott, vice president and general man- 
ager of the Reo Motor Car Co., to the 
Kardell Motor Car Co., St. Louis, “we 
are not adding so much to the factory— 
probably not more than eight or ten 
acres in all. 

“Those walls, an enclesure that 
would compare favorably with the 
Yale Bowl, inclose what will he the 
new Reo plant. That does not belong 
to the Reo Motor Car Co.—it is an en- 
tirely separate concern, although 
manned by the same executives. 

‘We are inclosing within those walls 
a little over four and one-half acres, 
but that will be only a one-story bufild- 
ing. It is of modern saw-tooth roof 
construction, with plenty of light and 
air for the workmen, and so arranged 
that the heavy parts, such as go into 
motor trucks, will not have to be ele- 
vated. 

“A couple of blocks to the east is 
another plat where excavation is be- 
ing made for still another addition to 
the Reo plant. This will be used 
mainly for the storage plant, where 
we hope, if we ever catch up with 
the immediate demand, to carry a 
few cars over winter for some of our 
dealers who like to buy them in the 
fall and hold them against the spring 
demand, but who have not the stor- 
age capacity to do so. 

“Between the new motor truck plant 


still another enormous tract of land 
just being inclosed by steel frame and 
brick walls as rapidly as men ‘can do 
so. This is to be used as a warehouge 
for incoming materials. One of the rea- 
sons for our getting behind In delfv- 
eries this season was our inadequate 
facilities for taking care of large in- 
coming supplies. From time te time 
we have tried to provide for it, and 
always our factory growth has ab- 
sorbed the additions we built for the 
purpose.”

White Men Took Pay 
in Patronage of Party. 

T is claimed that Wells and Anderson 

| did agree to sell, were turned down 

by Mr. Hewitt and, their demands 
for cash refused by the Democrats, took 
final pay in patronage from their own 
party. 

I passed the Christmas week of 1876 
in New York with Mr. Tilden. We 
dined alone on Christmas day. The out- 
look was, on the whole, cheering. With 
John Bigelow and Marton Marble he had 
been busily engaged in compiling the 
data for a constitutional battle to be 
fuught by the Democrats in Congress, 
maintaining the right of the House of 
Representatives to current jurisdiction 
with the Senate with the counting of 
the electoral vote, pursuant to an wun- 
broken line of precedents established by 
the method of procedure in every presi- 
dential election betweer. 1793 and 1872. 

There was very great perplexity in 
the public mind. Both parties seemed 
at sea. The dispute between the Demo- 
cratic House and the Republican Sen- 
ate made for thick weather. Contests 
ot the vote of three states—Louisiana, 
South Carolina and Florida—not to men- 
tion single vetes in Oregon and Ver- 
mont—which presently began to blow a 
galie—should already spread menacing 
ciouds across the political sky. Hxcept 
Mr. Tilden, ,the wisest among the lead- 
ers knew not precisely what to do. 

From New Orleans, the Saturday night 
succeeding the Presidential election, I 
had wired Mr. Tilden detailing the exact 
conditions there and urging active and 
immediate agitation The chance had 
been lest. I thought then, and I still 
think, that the conspiracy of a few 
men to use the corrupt Returning Board 
cf Louisiana, South Carolina and Flor- 
ida to upset the election and make con- 
fusion in Congress might, by prompt 
exposure and populag appeal, have been 
thwarted. Be this as it may, my spirit 
was depressed and my confidence dis- 
couraged by the intense quietude on our 
side, sure that underneath the surface 
the Republicans, with resolute determ!- 
nation and multiplied resources, were as 
busy ag, bees. 


Robert H. McLane Ia 
Taken In as Advisor. 
R. ROBERT R. MuLAN®, later 
M Governor of Maryland and Min- 
ister to France, a man of rare 
ability and large experience, who served 
in Congress and in diplomacy and was 
an old friend of Mr, Tilden, hrd been 
hat a Gramercy Park conference when 
my New Orleans report arrived and had 
then and there urged the agitation rec- 
ommended by me. He was now again 
in New York. When a lad he had been 
in London with his father, Lewis Mc- 
Lane, then American Minister to the 
Court of St. James during the excite- 
ment over the reform Dill of 18323. He 
had witnessed the popular demonstra- 
tions and been impressed by the direct 
force of public opinion upon law making 
and law makers. An analogous situation 
had arisen in America. The Republican 
Senate was as the Tory House of Lords. 
We must organize a movement as had 
been so effectual in England. Obviously 
something Was going amiss with us, 
and something had to be done. 

It was agreed that I return to Wash- 
ington and make a speech, “feeling the 
pulse’ of the country with the sugges- 
tion that there should assemble in the 
national capital “a mass convention 
of at least 100,000 peaceful i citi- 
zens” exercising “the freeman’s right 
of petition.” 

The idea was one of many proposals 
of a more drastic kind and the merest 
venture. I myself had no great faith in 
it. But I prepared the speech, and after 
much reading and revising, it was held 
by Mr. Tilden and McMcLane to cover 
the case and meet the purpose. Mr. 
Tilden wrote Mr. Randall a letter, car- 
ried to Washington by Mr. McLane, in- 
structing him what to do in the event 
that the popular response should prove 
favorable. | d 

Alack the day! The Democrats were 
equal to nothing affirmative The Re- 
publicans were united and resolute [ 
delivered the epeech, not in the House, 
as fad been Intended, but at a pubiic 
meeting which seemed opportune. The 
Democrats at ence set about denying 
the sinister purpose ascribed to ft by the 
Republicans whe fully advised that it 
had emanated from Gramercy Park and 
came by authority, started a ocounter- 
agitation ef thelr own.

Being on friend- 
ly terms with the Harpers, I made my 
displeasure 80 resonant in Franklin 
Square—Nast himself having no persona! 
ill will—that a curious and pleasing op- 
portunity which came to pass was taken 
to make amends. A son having been 
born to me, Harper’s Weekly contained 
an atoning cartoon representing the 
child in its father’s arms, and beneath 
the legend, “‘The only one of the 100,000 
who came when he was called.” 

For many years afterward this un- 
lucky speech—or rather misinterpreta- 
tion given it alike by friend and foe— 
pursued me, Nast’s first cartoon was 
accepted as a faithful portrait and |! 
was accordingly satirized and stigma- 
tized, although no thought of violence 
had ever entered my mind, and in the 
final proceedings I had voted for the 
Electoral Commission bill and faithfully 
stood by ite decisions. Joseph Pulitzer, 
who immediately folowed me on the oo- 
casion named, declared that he wanted 
my “one hundred thousand” te come 
fully armed and ready for business, yet 
was never taken te task or reminded 
of his temerity. 

Mr. Tilden accepted the results of the 
electoral tribunal of 1877 with equanim- 
ity. “I was at his house,” says John 
Bigelow, “‘when his exclusion was an- 
nounced to him, and also on March 4, 
when Mr. Hayes was inaugurated, and 
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it was impossible te remark any change

tn his manner, except perhaps that he 
was less absorbed than usual and more 
intergsted in current affairs.” 

Hid was an intensely serious mind; 
and he“had come to regard the presi- 
dency rather as a burden to be borne, 
an opportunity for public usefulness, 
involving a life of constant toil and 
care, than as occasion for personal ex- 
ploitation and@ rejeicing.

He was a philosopher and took the 
world as he found it. He rarely com- 
plained and never inveighed. He had 
a discriminating way of balancing men’s 
good and bad qualities and of giving 
each the benefit of a generous account- 
ing, and a just way of expecting no 
more of a man than it was in him to 
yield. As he got into deeper water his 
stature rose to its level. and from his

Cpinion of close observers of the sit- 
uation is that operations in realty and 
building will open with a flourish with 
the advent of the forthcoming year.

Hooke Opposes Alderman Hall’s 
Suggestion of Wooden Piles 
Instead of Concrete. 


The first public hearing on the city 
administration’s plan to construct a 
concrete dock with electrical cranes 
and warehouse, at the foot of North 
Market street, will be held Thursday 
at 3 p. m., by the Streets, Sewers and 
Wharves Committee of the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Alderman Hall, chairman of the com- 
mitee, who recently visited New York 
to inspect the municipal docks, has 
told Mayor Kiel that he ‘favors pile 
construction instead of concrete. He 
said the city can thereby save mater- 
ially on the estimate ox $285,000 for the 
dock facilities planned. He said the 
largest pile docks in New York, exchu- 
sive of loading facilities, cost only $50,- 
000, and are safer than concrete, be- 
cause they yield when heavy boats 
come in contact with them, and cause 
no damage to the boats. 

Director of Public Utilities Hooke, 
when told of Alderma:. Hall’s criticism 
of concrete docks, said the conditions 
in tide water and -iver water are dif- 
ferent, and experience has indicated 
that concrete docks ars the most serv- 
iceable and economical in a river. 

Director’ Hooke and his assistants 
have decided that docks may be bullt 
to advantage, as required, at Chain 
of Rocks, East Grand avenue, Valen- 
tine street, Victor and Neosho streets. 
as well as at North Market. At the 
latter point every industry in the city 
can have access to river transportation 
over any railroad in the city. reach- 
ing the dock via the city’s proposed 
steam railroad on the levee, extending 
the present Waterworks Railway.

ST. LOUIS STATUES 


Walter Griffin, Landscape Paint- 
er, However, Praises Replicas 
in Museum. 


BOSTON WAS JUST AS BAD 


Admires the City’s Architecture 
and Says the River Front Re- 
minds Him of Thames. 


If St. Louis has any statues in its 
parks or other public places, except the 
Art Museum, worthy to be discussed 
as works of art, Walter Griffin, who 
stands among the first of American art- 
ists, hasn’t been able to discover them. 
He has been trying for four days to find 


them, and thinks that he has seen all 
the outdoor statues in the city. 

Griffin, who is a guest of Frank C. 
Rand, shoe manufacturer, of 7100 Del- 
mar boulevard, last night told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that he was agree- 
ably surprised on a visit to the Art 
Museum to find replicas of some 
of the most famous of American statues, 
while the outdoor statues of the city 
were simply ‘‘undiscussable.”’ 

He has seen the statue of Gen. Grant 
at the city hall. As a likeness of Gen. 
Grant, he said, it may be wonderful, 
but as a work of art it is not to be con- 
sidered. 

Griffin could see nothing wonderfu! 
in the Blair statue at the King’s high- 
way-Lindell entrance to Forest Park. 

Finds Nothing Artistic. 

He said that there is very little 
outdoor statuary in America which 
can be considered artistic. 

“Boston had some statues just as 
bad as those in St. Louis, but it has 
torn down most of them and replaced 
them with real art statues,” he said. 

The critic said the Art Museum in 
St. Louis has replicas of some of the 
best of American.art. He mentioned 
particularly a copy of Paul Bartlett's 
statue of Gen. Warren, the original 
of which is in Boston, and a replica 
of Bartlett’s Michael Angelo, which 
was chiseled for the Congressional 
Library in Washington. 

Griffin praised the arghitecture of 
St. Louis residences and said the river 
front reminded him very much of the 
Thames in London. 

“One sees many beauties in the old- 
er buildings of St. Louig,” said Grif- 
fin. “The artist sees a great deal 
in the dilapidated sections which the 
general citizen thinks little about, 
and probably wonderful paintings 
could be made of that section toward 
the river. 

“I have been pretty well through 
the West End residence section, and 
that part lying west of the city proper. 
I think architects have done wonders 
in designing the, residences, 

“The use of colored tiles has added 
greatly to the appearance of resi- 
dences, particularly the red tile. One 
seems a strong resemblance to the 
most beautiful of the Italian villas. 
In the residence places I hav> been 
strongly reminded of the appearance 
of European castles. 

“Of course, the architects have 
adapted the old European ideas to 
the St. Louis climatic conditions, and 
they have not detracted from tie Eu- 
ropean beauties in the least. 

Praises City’s Architecture, 

“From an art standpoint there can 
be no fault found with St. Louis arch- 
itecture. True, downtown, it seems 
plain and probably is somewhat be- 
grimmed by the smoke, but we can't 
find fault with that. 

“This is the first time I have been 
this far west, and I must say that I 
have been most mgreeably surprised 
by the attention which I find has 
been paid to art, as disclosed by the 
exhibits in the Art Museum, and by 
the residence architecture of the 
city.” 

Griffin was born in Portland, Me. 
He has resided in Paris most of the 
time for 30 years, but considers New 
York to be his home. Most of his 
pictures are landscapes.

Prices Jump Nearly One Hun- 
dred Points on the Week’s 
Trading. 


| The ginning report which was issued 
last Monday showed that there had been 
sinned to Nov. 14 a total of 8,777,794 bales 
of cotton, compared with 11,668,240 last 
year and 10,444,529 the year before. Dur- 


were ginned 1,392,923 bales. These figures 


were in line with expectations, even 
though the market did not act that way 
This ginning and the ginning to Nov. 1 
of this year about equalled the ginning 
to the same dates in the year 1910; that 
year the total ginning was.11,568,334. Hes- 
ter’s figures show that the commercial 
crop that year was 11,986,020 bales. 
Whether based -on the showing made 
that year or on other figures, private es- 
timates are crystalizing around 12,- 
000,000 bales,-including linters, tor 
the current crop. ; 

Many states are showing up less than 
might have been: expected from the 
good weather that prevailed during the 
six weeks prior to the freeze. Oklahorna 
is probably the only state that will make 
a good showing compared with the gin- 
ning. Texas ginned about 800,000 bales 
after the 14th of November last year; 
half of this should cover the quantity 
this year. Alabama last season made 
1,750,000 bales; people who are on the 
ground estimate the Alabama crop at 
1,010,000 bales this year. This is prob- 
ably a line on the other Eastern States, 
all of which reduced their acreage 
planted to cotton, and further reduced 
production by the curtailment of the use 
of fertilizers. This season is probably 
the best demonstration of what fertiliz- 
ers mean to the soil that we_have ever 
had. What does such a croB mean to 
the consumer? 

The Government Figures, 

According to the Government's fig- 
ures, the world’s production of cot- 
ton last year, exclusive of linters, 
was 24,764,000 bales. There were con- 
sumed 19,761,000 bales, ani the pro- 
duction was approximately 0,090,000 
bales more than the consumption. 
That 6,000,000 bales are to be taken 
into account this year, along witha 
probable crop of 12,000,000 bales of 
American, and a probable crop of 
7,000,000 bales of all other kinds. 
Last year, be it remembered, the 
consumption of cotton for the first 
several months of the war was small. 
It is reasonable, therefore, to place 
the world’s consumption of cotton 
much higher than for last year, even 
allowing for the cotton that Germany 
cannot get, for the making of pow- 
der and explosives must more than 
offset Germany’s inability to get 
cotton, 
Those who know tell us that great 
quantities of cotton are being put 
into explosives; from all we can 
learn little of this is American cot- 
ton; it, therefore, must be East In- 
dian, and, if it is, how can anyone 
tell how much has been used? It cer- 
tainly would not be the policy of 
the inglish Government to publish 
such news, if bullish, when the spin- 
ners of that country need American 
cotton, 

lf the consumption is 2,000,000 
bales more than last year, the sur- 
plus will be cut to 2,260,000 bales, 
and the holding off the market of 
another 1,000,000 bales would make 
the surplus small. 

Europe Owns Cotton, 
European countries own large 
stocks of cotton in this country, 
which may be called as needed, ex- 
ceptinthe case of Germany. The sup- 
ply is nearly all held in this country, 
where warehouse room is adequate, 
insurance cheap, and money plentiful. 
The export movement has _ been 
small. The past week ending. Friday 
evening the total exports were but 
a little over 66,000 bales, not’ more 
than a good day’s movement in an 
active season. A better foreign de- 
mand may quicken this export move- 
ment and the movement to the ports. 
Mills in this country are carrying 
less than enough cotton to run them 
three monthg (in spite of the fact 
that we call this a large stock) and 
their business is improving.

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BEFORE HE DILD 


Friends Who Came to Assistance 
of St. Louis Painter to Have 
Charge of Funeral. 


Paul E. Harney, 65 years old, a noted 
St. Louis artist and portrait painter, 
died at Mount St. Rose Hospital early 
yesterday of tuberculosis, a few hours 
after the St. Louis Art League had 
voted to award him $8 in recognition 
of what he had done for art in St. 
Louis. 


Funeral services will be held in the 
rooms of the Artists’ Guild, 812 Union 
boulevard, 
o'clock, and will be in charge of friends 
who came to Harney’s assistance in 
his declining days and last illness.. The 
body will be cremated. 

Harney was taken to Mount St. Rose 
Hospital Nov. 12, after he had under- 
gone an operation on his throat at 
Mullanphy Hospital, Nov. 4. ° 

Although acknowledged to be one of 
the foremost artists in America, whose 
paintings ordinarily would have com- 
manded large sums, Harney’s whole 
life virtually was one of grief and 
hardships. Five years ago his wife, 
two grown sons and a married daugh- 
ter died, all within a year. Two years 
ago he opened a studio and living quar- 
ters in the Jefferson Hotel, and friends 
aided him to the extent of marketing 
his pictures. 

Friends Come to Aid. 

Many times he was forced to sell 
some of his best work at any price 
he could get because he needed funds. 
After he was stricken, business, and 
professional men to whom he had be- 
come endesred not only through his 

rk, but also because of his personal 
charm, had him removed to the hospi- 
tal, and saw that his every want was 
supplied. ; 

Harney was best known in the art 
world through his paintings of poul- 
try and barnyard scenes, but he also 
specialized in canvases of monks and 
fireside sketches. His work has beer 
shown in virtually every exhibition of 
note in the United States, and some 
of his paintings have been displayed 
in galleries abroad. There are also 
many samples in the homes of promi- 
nent St. Louisans. 

Harney was born in New Orleans, 
but was brought to St. Louls at an ear- 
ly age and received his grammar schoo] 
education here. His father was a cou- 
sin of Gen. W. S. Harney, Mexican 
war veteran and Indian fighter. He 
received his edncation in art at the 
National Academy in New York and 
at the Royal Academy in Munich, Ba- 
varia, and then came to Alton, where, 
for many years, he conducted art 
classes. After coming to St. Louis he 
still maintained a residence in Alton. 

Member of Art League. 

Harney oceupied a chair in the St. 
Louis School] of Fine Arts, and was a 
member of the Art Commission of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition. He 
was a member of the Artists’ Guild, 
the Society of Western Artists and the 
Art League 

He was a warm friend of the late 
Alban Conant, noted portrait painter 
of St. Louis and New York, and sev- 
eral years ago went to New York at 
Conant’s solicitation and finished three 
portraits which the artist had been 
unable to complete because of falling 
sight. due to his advanced age of 91 
years. 

Artists of today regarded Harney as 
the connecting link between the old 
school of artists represented by Co- 
nant, Meeker and Tracy, and the new- 
-er school which was started by Fry, 
Idppelt and others. 

Harney'’s only immediate relative is 
a granddaughter, Paula Hoskis, who 
lives with her grandmother in Sodal- 
ity, Ill.

BRITISH SOLDIERS’ MEAT RATION 
SO BIG THAT THEY WASTE IT 


Parliament Member Complains That 
““Bully Beef” and Ammunition Are 
Not Conserved in Trenches. 

LONDON, Nov. 27.—British soldiers 
in and about the trenches are care- 
less and wasteful both of ammunition 
and “bully beef,” as “corned beef” is 
known here. This statement hag the 
authority of John Hodge, M. P., who 
has just returned from a visit to the 
troops in France. He was informed, 
he said, that thousands of tins of 
beef and millions of rifle cartridges 
were lying about the trenches and 
trampled into the mud. 

Wastage, Mr. Hodge found, was in 
some cases checked by the officers 
in charge. The trouble is, the ‘men 
get an excessive amount of meat—1lz 
ounces—in their daily ration. No ac- 
count is taken of casualties or of the 
sick. So the ting Hie around the 
trenches, fall into the bottom and 
get stepped on. Ultimately they are 
buried in the trench mud.

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PLANS TO SEND HABITUAL 
SPEEDERS TO WORKHOUSE 


Prosecutor Sidener Will Invoke State 
Law Against Drivers Unde- 
terred by Fines. 

Acting upon a written suggestion 
made by Prosecuting Attorney Sidener, 
Police Chief Young yesterday notified 
the police of all districts that in future 
chronic violators of the automobile speed 
laws will be prosecuted under a statute 
which, tn the opinion of Sidener, will 
make it possible to sentence this class 


of offenders to the workhouse. Here- 
tofore all speeding cases have gone to 
the police courts under a city ordinance 
which makes a maximum fine of $500 
the only penalty. 

Section 9, referred to, is as follows 

“Every person operating a motor ve- 
hicle on the public highway of this 
State shall drive the same in a care- 
ful and prudent manner and at a rate 
of speed so as not to endanger the 
property of another or the life or lim» 
of any person; provided that a rate 
of speed in excess of 2 miles an hour 
for a distance of one-half of a mile shall 


be presumptive evidence of driving at a 
rate of speed which is not careful and 
prudent.” 

The penalty section says: 

“Any person violating the provisions 
of this act shall. forthe first offense be 
punished by a fine of not iess than $25 
nor more than $100, and for the second 
vialation of the provisions of this act be 
punished by a fine of nct less than $5 
nor more than $500, or by imprisonmen: 
in the county jail not more than # 
days, and shall forfeit’ all rights and 
priviieges provided for under the pro 
visions of this act.”

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Missouri Soldier of Fortune 
Under Four Flags... 


From a rebel in Nicaragua to the machine gun 
squad of “Princess Pat's” regiment at Ypres 


HE Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine begins today an exclusive story of the 
adventures of a remarkable young Missourian, Tracy C. Richardson of Lamar, 
who, although only 26 years of age, has served as a soldier of fortune 
under four flags, in America and Europe. 

This article and the ones to follow it show him first as a@ filibuster in 
Nicaragua, fighting to overthrow the tyrant Zelaya; then as a revolutionist in 
Honduras; next as a leader in the Orozco rebellion against Madero in northern 
Mexico, where he was shot through the body in battle and afterwards stood up 
before a firing squad to be executed; and finally as a@ volunteer in Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry, which entered the war in Flanders. 1300 strong 
and emerged, afte¥ the battle of Ypres last spring, with only 150 men alive. 

In the trenches at Ypres Richardson was wounded three times within an hour, 
twice in the leg and once in the back, when a fragment of shrapnel entered between 
his shoulders and ranged downward along the spine. After months in hospitals 
in France and England, he was honorably discharged and returned to his home. 

Richardson says he is not a writer and prefers to give his story in interview 
form. Here is his narrative as he gave it to a reporter which he afterwards read 


and approved:

This was the 
last point held on the east coast by the Federal, troops. The Federal artillery 
commanded the entrance to the harbor, but as we were flying the American flag, 
we were allowed to pass. We landed in the mouth of the river, near Bluefields, 
seven miles from the bluffs. 

“This was on Saturday night, and we were told that we could not get our 
luggage until Monday morning. One of the Americans who had come in with us 
confided to me that he was broke, @nd would have to find the American Consul 
that night to get some money to pay his lodging. I told him that rather than 
have him disturb the Consul at that hour, I would take him with me, and we could 
see the Consul the next day. I found him a useful companion, as he spoke Spanish 
and I did not, and asked him to see me through the custom house. 

“When we went for our luggage Monday it had all disappeared. The more we 
inquired for it, the more indefinite and unsatisfactory were the replies made to 
our questions. All we could get was: ‘Quien sabe?’ which my friend told me 
meant, ‘who knows?’ 

“We found we could not get a boat out of Bluefields for some time. My 
friend suggested that if we wished to have some fun and excitement and see the 
country first hand, that we accompany the three other Americans on their trip 
to the interior to join the rebel army. The rebels at this time were besieging the 
town of Acoyapa, which was a 14-day trip by river and trail from Bluefields. That 
proposition appealed to us, as we considered it would be probably the most 
advantageous that would be offered. We were conducted to the presidential palace, 
where the temporary headquarters of the revolutionary (Continued on Page 4.) 
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A SUBSTITUTE FOR WAR 


BY NORMAN ANGELL 


Leading Pacificist urges that if a nation is guilty of military aggression it should be cut off from world’s 
commerce, its ships, property and money in every country sequestrated, and its citizens forbidden to 
pass beyond their own frontiers—Even use of mails to be denied in this plan of absolute ostracism 


NTERNATIONAL coercion by means of “economic ostracism,” to be 
wielded by all] the world against any nation guilty of taking up 
arms against another. to be continued, if necessary, even after the 
cessation of warfare, and to be enforced regardless of the merits 
of the controversy, is the latest and one of the most interesting 
measures urged as a substitute for war. An eloquent plea in be- 

half of a trial for this nonmilitary means of pressure is contaiied in-3 
new book, “The World’s Highway,” (George H. Doran Co.) by Norman 
Angell, celebrated as the author of that gospel of pacificism, “The Great 
I'!lusion.” 

By way of clearirg the grouad for his thesis, the writer points out 
that unless war is abolished, it will be forced in the future to follow the 
course set by Germany; and that the military effectiveness displayed by 
that country against appalling odds will lead to the Prussianization of the 
world—to Prussia’s system of universal military service, its 
harsh centralization of authority; its complete subjection of the 
individual to the state, its utter suppressions of the individual 
conscience. For only 6; his rigorous specialization, Angell be- 
lieves, can war at preseut and in the future be waged with any 
hope of success. 

And even if Germany ir the end suffers overwhelming defeat, 
he continues, nothing will be settled. After a few years of re- 
cuperation Germany will again be as dangerous as ever, and the 
work will have to be done over again. He points to France, 
which, prostrate under the heel of Prussia in 1870, was five years 
later once more a formidable military power; to Prussia itself, 
which, trodden into the ground by Napoleon, became in a few 
decades the foremost military power of the world; and to Ger- 
many, Which would have been totally exterminated, had the anni- 
hilation of any vigorous race been possible, in the Thirty Years’ 

War.

“Here is a form of defense against a common enemy,” declares the . 

author, “in which every man, woman or child of every country that feels it- 

self threatened can co-operate. Even bayonets cannot compel a 

world to buy a nation’s goods, or its books, or speak its tongue. 

“It is the elusiveness of nonmilitary resistance which 

would give it strength in the modern world. Even if one 

could imagine a nation breaking down a world’s embargo 

in some way—forcing the en- 

trance of her ships into for- 

eign harbors—that would not 

give customers to its trade if 

the resisting country had de- 

termined not to buy these 

goods. Every housewife boy- 

cotting that nation’s wares 

would be a soldier in the de- 
fense of her country.” 

The scheme, at the be- 
ginning, would have to work 
in this way, to be effective, 
Angell explains: 

“The arrangement would 
partake of the nature of a 
league of mutual guarartee of 
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wage successful warfare. 
Fngland has always realized 
this, he says, as is shown by 
her alliances with military 
Powers on the continent— 
with Prussia against France 
and Austria in the time of 
Frederick the Great; with 
Prussia, Austria, Russia ané 
Spain against Napoleon; with 
France against Russia in the 
Crimean War; and today with 
France, Italy and Russia 
against Germany and Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

Therefore, he declares, 
the evolution of warfare 
points straight toward Prus- 
sianism; England has al- 
ready adopted some of its 
features, and will adopt more 
as the war proceeds and after 
the war. As the sole prac- 
ticable preventive of such a 
world-disaster, Angell would 
have the nations institute an 
International High Court not dependent for its authority upon military 
strength, but upon control of the globe’s economic resources, and institute 
the following penalties, to be enforced upon any member of the union 
which goes to war without submitting its claims to arbitration: 

1, The prohibition of all pestal, telegraphic, telephonic and 
wireless communication wita the recalcitrant state. 

2. The prohibition of, all passenger traffic (other than the 
exit of foreigners), whether by ship, railway, canal or road, to or 
from the recalcitrant state. 

3. The prohibition of entrance inte any port of the constituent 
states of any of the ships registered as belonging to the recalci- 
trant state, except se far as it may be necessary for any of them 
to seek safety; in which case such ship or ships shall be interned. 

4. The prohibition of the payment of any debts due to the cit- 
izens, companies or subordinate administrations of the recalcitrant 
state, or to its national Gevernment; and, if thought fit, to direct 
that payment of such debts shall be made only to one or other of 
the constituent Governments, which shall give a good and ‘egally 
valid discharge for same, and shall account for the net proceeds 
thereof to the International High Court. 

5. The laying of an embargo on any or all ships within the 
jurisdiction of sach constituent state or states registered as belenz- 
ing to the recalcitrant state.

“Economic pressure might be that first felt if the outstand- 
ing feature of the :rrangement were that any constituent state 
resorting to hostilities as the result of a difference with an- 
other, not previously submitted to an international court of 
inquiry, by that fact caused boycott of nonintercourse to be proclaimed 
and maintained against it by <he whole group. 

“This would not prevent certain members of the group from carrying 
on military operations as well against it. Some of the nations would go to 
war in military sense—all in the economic sense; the respective roles 
vould be so distributed as to secure the most effective action. 

“From the moment of the offending nation’s defiance of the interna- 
tional agreement to which it had been a party, its ships could enter no 
civilized port outside its own nor leave them. Payments of debts to it 
would be withheld; the commercial paper of its citizens would not be 
Giscounted; its citizens could not travel in any civilized country in the 
world, their passports being no longer recognized. 

“Thus the outlaw nation couli neither receive from or send to the out- 
side world material or communication of any kind—vueither food nor raw 
material nor manufactures, nor letters, nor cables. Money due to him 
throughout the world would be sequestrated for disposal finally as the in- 
ternational court’s judgment should direct, and that 1ule would apply to 
royalties on patents and publications, and would, of course, involve seques- 
tration of all property—ships, goods, bank balances, businesses—held by 
that nation’s citizens abroad. : 

“If Germany had known, during the last decade or two when Pan-Ger- 
manship and culture-spreading hai taken its most dangerous form, that the 
result of military aggression woull be to close the world to German influ- 
ence, would aggressiou have become a popular policy 7—always assuming for 
the sake of an argument that Germany is the aggressor. Would not the pros- 
pects of such a penalty on aggression reverse and neutralize the motives 
that provoke aggression? 

“Imagine the world absolutely closed to Germany, her trade shut out, 
all communication with her cut off, for a period of 10 years! How would 
German influence, whether commercial; intellectual, or political, stand at 
the end of that period? In any case it would not be a condition that the 
Pan-Germanist or Imperialist would desire as likely to advance his dreams. 
There is at least a chance that even he would decide, on the strength of 
evidence now available, that Germanism stood a greater chance of sur- 
vival through peaceful pénetratior than through military means. ” 

That the United States comes nearest to being a self-sustaining nation, 
producing -within its own borderr almost everything that it requires, is 
Angell’s assertion. Therefore, he says, “the United States is the one coun- 
try of the world against which it would be most difficult to employ effec- 
tively the method of boycott. On the other hand, the vastness of the re- 
sources and the weight of the economic forces that give us this immunity 
aiso give us a strong position for initiating this plan, for organizing it 
and rendering it effective.”

Minnie Florea, aged 16, blown tv sea in a life belt by a 
Gulf storm after 18 persons in her party had drowned, 
tells how her life was spared through hours of terror 


F all the escapes, real and fancied, that 
have ever been recorded, that of 16-year- 
old Minnie Florea of Houston, Tex., is 
one of the most wonderful. In the last 
terrific hurricane that swept from the 
Gulf of Mexico over~Texas, this girl lost 
her father, her mother, two sisters and 

a brother by drowning; she was swept out to sea her- 
self, and, after battling continuously for 20 hours against 
the wind, the waves and the tides, was cast up on 
Galveston Island, taken to a hospital and has recovered. 
Her experiences were enough to wreck the body and the 
reason of a much older person of the opposite sex; yet 
she came through with a body not permanently injured, 
and with a mind wholly sound. 

At the time of the hurricane (about the middle of 
August) Minnie Florea was living at Surfside, which 
is west of Galveston, and about two mites east of the 
Brazos River on the Gulf of Mexico. This region is 
much frequented by pleasure seekers, because of the 
bathing, and for that reason only; for the country round 
about is flat and uninteresting, and runs mostly to arid 
prairie land. By reason of this exceeding lowness and 
flatness of the land, the neighborhood is anything but 
safe, for when a storm breaks, and the sea gets up, both 
wind and water make a clean sweep over all that part 
of the country. ' 

It is hard for anyone who has never seen one of the 
terrific storms that occasionally visit that part of the 
South, to realize, either their awfulness or their power. 
Legions of gigantic clouds will suddenly pile up in the 
South, and the sun will appear onl» 


him, he left the house and walked toe 
the Life Saving Station at Freeport, 
a distance of not quite two miles. 
No one had any idea the storm would 
assume the proportions it did. They 
considered, theré , that they would 
be safe at the station; for that 
building was sgt on a slight eleva- 
tion, and solidly built besides, to 
withstand the breachings of the seas. 

What happened thereafter, and 
what happened during her own ter- 
rible experience, is best told in the 
words of heroic little Minnie Florea., 
spoken while she was recovering in 
the Marine Hospital at Galveston: 

“On Monday, as the day advanced, 
the storm got worse. We did little 
talking in the station, for we real- 
ized at last what the outcome might be. In the station 
besides ourselves, were Capt. Steinhart of the Life Sav- 
ing Corps, his wife and six others not of our party, so 
that altogether we numbered 21. Capt. Steinhart did 
nothing but watch the barometer; and as it went con- 
tinuously lower, his face grew longer. When it had 
dropped to 28, one of the life savers remarked, ‘If it 
goes to 27 we will all be blown to Russia.’ And not long 
afterward it reached 27. 

“At 5:30 that evening the station was no longer con- 
sidered safe, so Capt. Steinhart ordered us into a life- 
baat. This boat »-s nearby, and made fast to a stout

ters. I never saw them again. 

“While I was standing there too horror-stricken to 
move, Follet Shannon, a life saver, handed me a rope. 
He toid me to pass it around my waist, and he woukd — 
try to take care of me. I told him I had no wish to 
hamper him. It was everybody for himself now. I 
told him to take his chance, and I would take mine. 
There was nothing heroic in what I said; only apathy. 
I had lost my family, and I cared little whether I was 
saved or not. 

“Ha tried to pass the rope about my waist, but even

through the rifts, in broadening yel 
low sheafs. The water of the gulf, 
which was smooth and blue, assumes 
a threatening, leaden color, and far 
out to sea the whitecaps begin to run 
before the freshening wind. Present- 
ly the wind begins to come off the sea 
in squally gusts like the explosion of 
cannon. The sea itself begins to roar 
and hammer along the shore. Tower- 
ing waves ride in in close succession, 
bridle, curl, and then tumble to the 
beach in sounding ruin. 

As the minutes fly the wind in- 
creases to a steady blow. It has no 
longer the sound of a dull sough. It 
shrieks, it whistles, it howls; tt bawls 
in rowdy glee as it runs madly in- 
jand. Limbs are torn from trees and 
are sent hurtling down the wind. 
Trees themselves are snapped off like 
matchwood. Houses receive solid 
blows and are knocked to flinders. 
The air is filled with shrill, heart- 
shaking noises, as though all the 
legions of Darkness were abroad. 

In the meantime the sea has. as- 
sumed an aspect that is terrible. The 
waves swirl and leap in giddy vortices, 
now aspiring to the sky, now sinking 
into the depths. Again they rear 
madly up and come together with a 
noise like an explosion, throwing aloft 


of the building, and hurled us apart. 
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I felt myself being thrown up and 
down as though I were in a swing. 
I opened my eyes presently, and 
saw the door of the station bearing 
down on me. I tried to dodge, but 
before I could, a wave caught it, and 
brought it down on my head. I be- 
came unconscious. I could not have 
been senseless for long, for if I had 
deen, I should have drowned, in 
spite of my life jacket. 

“When I came to, I could feel the 
tide dragging me out to sea. There 
was nothing in sight but the waves, 
and these were so filled with wreck- 
age and logs, that I thought every 
minute one would strike me and kill 
me. Two pieces of boarding floated 
near me, and these [ caught and 
passed under my arms like sledge 
runners. When a gigantic wave 
would tower over me, I would jump 
upward, and ride it. I had to. If 
one had fallen on me I should have — 
been killeg. I must have ridden a 
thousand waves in this manner be- 
fore day broke. 

“IT was not what you might call 
frightened. I doubt if I fully real-

LOT:TERY OUT OF BUSINESS 


For years licensed by the State of Louisiana, the great gambling syndicate har- 
vested untold millions—Driven from the country it went te Honduras 
but continued to operate until the Government detectives ran it to earth

HEN peaceful winds had blown off the 
smoke pall of the Civil War and the 
fields began to be furrowed again 
with a more natural steel, the strick- 
en South offered truly fabulous op- 
portunities to the adventurer. The 
Southern states had to be recon- 

structed! And this, like any other kind of public work, 
must show a profit to the contractor. One does not have 
in mind carpetbagging alone. The statesmen’ who con- 
ducted this institution were, to be sure, the pioneers, 
but they attracted, by their colorful and gainful per- 
formances, a following whose members outdid them. 

In 1868 the South was teeming with these gentlemen. 
They were everywhere looking for anything that might 
be turned to profit, and one of their blessed isles was 
New Orleans. The city was rich and old and pleasant 
and the war had not ravaged it too much. 

Among the strangers that might have been: found 
about the streets of this exotic city in the spring of 1868 
were two of pertinent interest. One was a large, self- 
possessed man with a distinct air of discreetness and 
unction. He was a sociable, ingratiating and politic 
man, but he was not without his stony qualities. The 
other man might, save for physical appearances, have 
been described similarly. He was smaller than his friend 
and quicker. One they” called Johnnie Morris, the other 
Charlie Howard. These men were Northerners of a cer- 
tainty. Morris, in. fact, was a New Yorker, but New 
Orleans was not troubling itself about -‘igin just then. 

Howard, to outward appearances, ha. been in New 
Orleans-some time. He was, in fact, the proprietor of a 
hat. store on one of the 3ide streets and he made every 
effort to connect himself with one of the distinguished 
Southern families of his name.. He joined in the games 
of the natives; he cultivated the members of the carpet- 
bag Legislature. Then he slipped away to his hat store, 
which seemed to be an atrophied business, and _ dis- 
appeared. New. Orleans was too busy to notice just 
what he did. A little watchfulness would have connect- 
ed him with Morris. 

There was a little rnom in the rear of this hat store 
where Howard might have lived had he really been im- 
poverished and where he did occasionally spend his 
nights. But in this stage of his dealings this room 
served a more subtle and important purpose. Howard 
had let himself in as usual one early spring night, 
after a long day spent with his friends in the Legisla- 
ture. He threw himself into one of the simple chairs

A key worked in the door latch, the door opened and 
Morris walked through the store and back to the room. 
He looked about sharply before he said: 

“Thought of anything?” 

“Not a damn thing,” sajd Howard.

“We can get anything, so far 
as that goes.” 

“A lottery charter?” 

Howard sat up and blinked 
at his friend. His eyes roved 
thoughtfully. Then he shot a 
question: 

“What’s the plan?” 

Morris spread out his hands 
and shrugged. He got a drink 
from a shelf before he began 
to outline his plot. 

“If we can get these people 
to give us a State charter to 
run a lottery we can make 
more money than anybody who 
has started anything in the 
South. We-can make it and 
make it quick and safe.” 

“But these poor devils down 
here haven’t got enough money 
left to make a thing like that 
pay big,” objected Howard. 

“Don’t fool yourself,” coun- 
tered Morris sharply. “And 
what if they haven’t? What’s 
wrong with the rest of the 
world?” ' 

Johnny Morris and Charley 
Howard sat in that little 
boarded back room this event- 
ful spring night and talked this 
great plan out from beginning 
to end. They rehearsed the 
history of lotteries. Morris, a 
man who had found time in 
his busy and fluctuating career, 
to do some reading and some 
social pretending, was full of 
information of this subject, not 
alone practically but historical- 
ly. - The Italian cities in the 
Middle Ages had got their pub- 
lic revenues by means of these 
prize lotteries; the French empire and half the small 
German states were conducting.them at the very mp- 
ment. ‘Austria, Russia, the South American countries 
and Mexico were in this business and making enormous 
profits. Harvard, Yale and Princeton universities had.

rupting. It was 
not quite so easy * 
as Howard had ex- 
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pected. The charter could be got. It was a mere matter 
of money. That was, in fact; the great difficulty. The 
venal carpetbaggers had no scruples about granting 
anything, but they did want more money than Morris 
and Howard had to give. 

It was at the close ot the day when this fact had 
become all too apparent the conspirators met once 
more in the little back room. Howard was in a rage 
of disappointment and bafflement. 

“Curse their crooked souls!” he cried. ‘Are we going 
tO lose the whole thing because these highwaymen are 
not satisfied?’ 

Morris was calmer. ‘“There’s got to be a way,” he 
Said, ‘‘and we’ve got to find it. I think I have the plan 
now. You see, I haven’t been so careful not to impress 
these folks with the value of-this charter for nothing. 
They don’t know what they’re giving, but I do. If thev 

were wise they would want 10 times as 
much. Now”—— 

“What difference does it make,” inter- 
rupted Howard, “when they want more than 
we've got?” 

“They don’t. They want more cash than 
we've got, but I guess I can fix that. We'll 
form a company. Our stock will be $1,000,- 
000, divided into 10,000 shares worth $100 
each. We'll give these thieves as much as 
we can in the stock; as little as possible in 
cash. Understand?’ 

“Yes, but we have to have money to start. 
What about that?” 

“I’ve got that figured. You and I will 
have to divide up a little to get it, but get 
it we will. I’ve got ready some telegrams 
to one or two of the boys in New York that 
have the money to see us through, and I’m 
sending for them.” 

“They'll hog it.” 

“Not on me. Let me handle that. Now 
you go to sleep and stop any worry. We’ll 
have our charter in two weeks.” 

Morris had not miscalcu- 
lated. Ten days later the 
Legislature of the State of 
Louisiana issued to Morris, 
Howard and their associates 
a charter good for 25 years, 
permitting the conduct of a 
lottery in the State. Morrfs and 
his partners were to recom- 
pense the State by means of 
an annual gift of $40,000, to 
be used for charitable pur- 
poses and were to pay no taxes 
whatsoever. 

Influential members of the 
Legislature had been given a 
few hundred shares of the 
stock. A few hundred more 
had gone to the backers of 
Morris and Howard. The great 
bulk remained in the hands of 
these two men themselves. It 
lookec like a good bargain on 
all sides. The people of the 
State in particular thought money had been made for 
them. 

On the first day of January, 1869, the advertisements, 
tickets and coupons of the Louisiana State Lottery be- 
gan to appear in every city, town and hamlet in America. 
Prizes up to $300,000 were offered to the lucky ticket 
holders. Money began to pour into New Orleans. 

John A. Morris and Charles T. Howard slapped each

If the traveler of 1868 might have revisited New Or- 
leans in 1890, he must have been impressed variously. 
The city had recovered from tHe barbarities of war. 
Its ancient calm and prosperity had returned, to be ac- 
centuated by the contrast of incursive modern business. 
The city was thriving and growing. It was gay and 
carefree and rich. In no man or institution had the 
22 years made so great a change, however, as in John. 
A. Morris and the Louisiana State Lottery. 

Charlie Howard had long since withdrawn from the 
business, master of millions and satisfied with his pro- 
ceeds. His stock had been sold to Morris and others at 
$1250 a share. It was paying big dividends even at this 
valuation. 

The headquarters of the lottery, which had begun its 
life in the little hat store, were now in a theater on the 
main street. Gen. Beauregard, the victor of Bull Run, 
and Gen. Jubal A. Early, drew the winning numbers 
from thé great wheels in the presence of wildly enthu- 
siastic audiences. The offices of the concern were in 
one of the best and most artistic buildings in town. 
Prosperity was no name for the thing: The concern 
ran off a daily drawing for New Orleans, monthly. lot- 
teries for the country at large and semi-annual prizes for 
the world. In these latter the capital prize was $600.- 
000. The annual receipts of the concern were estimated 
at from $30,000,000 to $50,000,000. Of this great sum, 
whatever it was, only 52 per cent went to the prizes. 
The rest went for expenses and the enormous profits of 
the stockholders. Of these Morris was still the chief. 


And what progress had this moving spirit made? 
John A. Morris was a multi-millionaire, master of Mor- 
ris Park, owner of the Westchester race track, leader 
among horse breeders and racers, bidder for entrance 
into New York society, owner of a dozen homes in 
America and Europe. All this had come of the plot in 
the little back room. 

In every part of the country men women and chil- 
dren, often of the poorest, sent in their dollars for 
chances at the great prize. Washerwomen went hungry 
to gamble. Workmen let their families want in order 
to play. Literally millions of pérsons were in the grasp 
of the Louisiana lottery. Now at last the thing got to 
be an evil of such tremendous proportions that the na- 
tion became conscious and rebellious. The Louisiana 
grant had still three years to run, and, moreover, the 
State seemed so dominated by the lottery’s money that 
a vital spot had to be sought elsewhere. It was finally 
found in Washington. 

Thus, after a long and bitter fight in Congress, a 
fight in which the charge of attempted corruption was 
repeatedly made, an act was passed barring from the 
mails thé tickets, result sheets and advertisements of 
lotteries, all mail sent by or addressed to them and any 
newspaper that might print any mention of lotteries. 
What manner of blow this must have been to John A. 
Morris may be judged from the .single fact that the 
Louisiana lottery received one-third of the mail- daily 
discharged at the New Orleans Postoffice. 

Even such a wound did not discourage this man or 
this institution. With the approath of Dec. 31, 1893, 
and the expiration of the old charter, Morris went to 
work in earnest to secure a renewal. He saw the futil- 
ity of attempting the thing through the Legislature alone 
and finally decided to go before the people of the State. 
For this he made a glowing offer. He would raise the 
annual bequest to Louisiana to $500,000 from $40,000, 
where it had stood for 25 vears. Later he raised his 
offer to $1,000,000 and finally to $1,250,000. :

Yet this is just what happened to John Julius O’Fal- 
lon Jr. of St. Louis on his recent hunting cexpedition in 
Alaska. He has the photograph of the charging bull 
and the head of the bull itself as trophies of his un- 
usual adventure. 2 

Although he is only 26 years old, young O’Fallon 
has already established. a sure reputation as a hunter 
of big game in Newfoundland, the Canadian Rockies, 
Colorado, Texas and Alaska. His last expedition was 
a month’s stay on the interior of Kenai Peninsula, 
where he killed two moose, three mountain sheep, three 
bears, all the law allows to one hunter in one season, 
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and quantities of grouse, ducks, geese, ptarmigans and 


_porcupines. He also returned with a remarkable col- 
lection of photographs of wild game and Alaskan 
scenery. 

From Sept. 16 to Oct. 20 O’Fallon was in the wilder- 
ness with three Indian guides for company. In all of 
that time he did not see another white man and only 
heard of two from Indians, who said they had been 
hunting in that district earlier in the season. At the 
suggestion of a friend who had once before been there, 
he got in touch with an Indian master of guides, who 
selected his three companions*for him and most excel- 
lent woodsmen they proved to be. 

The four started from Castelof on a trip up the 
Kusiloff River to Lake Tustemena. In preparation for 
an arduous journey, they “traveled light.” For food 
they took along oatmeal, some solidified materials from 
which excellent soup could be made, butter, hardtack, 
tea, a few potatoes and two cans of dehydrated beans. 
They did not bother about meat, for they expected to 
kill all they should require on the way. 

The coldest weather they encountered was 11 degrees 
below zero, which is not considered extremely cold for 
that climate. O'Fallon found a moderate weight of 
woolen underwear and a sheepskin overcoat sufficient 
by day. At night he slept in a bag, made of light 
woolen blankets and covered with a waterproof cloth. 
These articles, a small tent, two riffes of large bore 
and ammunition completed the outfit. When packed 
for carrying ft meant about 90 pounds to the man. 

The Kusiloff is a swift mountain stream, rising in 
the lake and flowing in a northwesterly direction into 
Cook Inlet. It took four and a half days to take a 
boat up it to the lake and only three and a half hours 
to float back again, shooting the rapids. The boat was 
a dory and it was towed by the guides and other In- 
dians occasionally hired for the purpose. After the 
party had reached and crossed the lake, the hunting 
began, in earnest... 

Striking out into the mountains, the party made 
their journey by short stages. They had about 10 
hours of good daylight to travel by. At the end of a

HE widespread discussion which has fol- 
lowed the action of Dr. H. J. Haiselden, 
chief of staff of the German-American 
Hospital in Chicago, in allowing the defec- 
tive baby of Mrs. Anna Bollinger to die, 
when an operation might have saved its 
life, bas reopened a controversy in which 

physicians and laymen have engaged intermittently for 
many years. It is this: 
Shall physicians, under certain circumstances, adopt 
the doctrine of euthanasia—that is, 
painlessly put to death by the use of 
ether, chloroform or other means, 
persons suffering great agony from 
an affliction which must result in 
death, soon or late, and by the same 
means prevent the rearing of chil- 
dren who are hopelessly idiotic or 
hideously deformed? 


Euthanasia is not a fad or an 
iconoclastic idea which has sprung 
up in recent years. It was practiced 
by the inhabitants of ancient Sparta, 
who mercilessly destroyed the men- 
tally and physically unfit. Modern 
thinkers have taken the view that 
Christianity teaches the preservation, 
not the destruction, of human life. 
But aligned on the other side are 
many notable men and women who 
believe that for humanity’s sake the 
doomed sufferer should be put out 
of his misery and that for the best 
interests of the race children like 
Mrs. Bollinger’s baby, who, had it 
been allowed to live, in all probabil- 
ity would have been a mental defec- 
tive, a paralytic and maimed, should not be allowed to 
live. 

In at least two states, Iowa and Ohio, efforts have 
been made through legislative enactment, to legalize 
euthanasia. In New York and Massachusetts similar 
action has been seriously considered. In several notable 
instances in recent years, painless death has been ad- 
ministered, each time followed by a country-wide clamor 
for and against it. 

Herbert Spencer, noted English essayist and philoso- 
pher, in a short essay went so far as to suggest a pain- 
less method of death far removed from the realm of 
science or medicine. His idea was to place the patient 
on a table which revolved op an axis, with his head to 
the center of the table. He believed that rotation of 
the table soon would cause abstraction of the blood 
from the head and send it toward the feet, and that 
when the brain and ascending aorta, and in a large 
measure the heart, had been emptied of blood, the cessa- 
tion could not be followed by a back flow from the lower 
parts of the body sufficient to re-establish the action of 
the heart. His theory was that the only effects would 
be a faintness followed by an insensibility which soon 
would be made permanent. 

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, former chief of the United 
Atates Pure Food and Drugs Bureau, and a noted phy- 
siciax. is perhaps the best known among the present- 
day supporters of the doctrine. In speaking of the 
Bollinger case, he declared that as a father he per- 
haps would wish the child

About 10 years ago, Miss Ann Hall of Cincinnati, 
daughter of the late Capt. Hall, an Arctic explorer, sat 
for months at the bedside of her mother who was suf- 
fering from cancer of the liver, and heard her parent 
beg to be released from a life that was worse than death. 
After the mother died, the daughter had introduced in 
the State Assembly of Ohio, a bill for the relief by 
chloroform of persons suffering from incurable diseases 
or injury. It provided that any person of lawful age 
and sound mind who was fatally injured or hopelessly 
ill and suffering great pain might, when so pronounced 
by a physician not related to the person or interested 
in his estate, in the presence of three witnesses, ask to 
be put to death in some quick and painless manner. 
Thereupon the physician, if his diagnosis was con- 
firmed by three other reputable physicians, might pro- 
ceed to carry out the wishes of the dying patient. The 
bill failed of passage, and aroused a storm of protest 
both in and out of the Legislature. 

“You ask me how I came to interest myself in this 
measure?” Miss Hall declared while the bill was before 
a committee. “The subject came to be like a hideous 
nightmare. It came in the shrieks of a mother who for 
months prayed to God that death might end her suffer- 
ing. It came to me in the long nights which followed 
her death, when I was awakened by those awful cries 
by those agonizing pravers for death. 


tion as that of the duty of prolonging life at any cost 
will readily yield to argument or reason or the plead- 
ings of compassion, but the discussion of the subject in 
its various aspects may lead. gradually to a more en- 
lightened public opinion and to the consequent relief 
of much misery.” 

In March, 1906, a furore was created in the Legisla- 
ture of Iowa by the introduction of a bill drawn by Dr. 
R. H. Gregory, who represented Adams County in the 
House, providing for the extermination by anesthesia 

of suffering incurables and the infantile 
unfit. The Iowa bill provided more for: 
malities before the carrying out of 
euthanasia than did the Ohio measure, 
but in its general application was the 
same. Under its provisions, any 
person more than 10 years of 
age, if of sound mind, must take 
the initiative in requesting that 
his life be taken by artificial 
means. The physician to whom 
he expressed such desire then 
would summon two other reput- 
able physicians and the County 
Coroner. The four then would 
hold a consultation to determine 
if it were pos- 
sible to save the 
patient’s life, 
how long life 
might be pro- 
longed and to 
what extent his 
suffering might 
ho alleviated. If 
they agreed that 
death was in- 
evitable and 
that great men- 
tal and physical 
pain must char- 
acterize the remainder of the patient's 
life, it should be their duty to apprise 
the nearest of kin or guardian. 
If tl; latter agreed to the proposal 
the proposed law required the three 
physicians and the Cononer to administer the anesthetic 
until death ensued, then to make a verified report of 
their act to the Secretary of the State Board of Health. 
In the cases of infants, idiots and insane the next of 
kin instead of the patient was to take the initiative. 
Penalties were provided for any physician who shirked 
his duty under the statute and prescribed the usual 
penalty for first degree murder should they abuse it. 

Unable to withstand the storm of ridicule which the 
bill evoked, Dr. Gregory withdrew it, but made this de- 
fense of it from the floor of the House: 

“What I propose for the relief of human beings is no 
more than you are now practicing in the exercise of 
humanity to dumb animals. A friend of mine who sug- 
gested this bill told of a relative who had been paralyzed 
for three years, dying a lingering death, which was as 
certain as it was slow. How much more humane would 
it be for a physician to administer some anesthetic to 
such a patient and end it all in a few minutes! 

“So also, with those who are being eaten up by 
leprosy or cancer and the many imbecile or hideously 
deformed or hopelessly diseased children that are born 
every day only to be a burden to themselves, to their 
families and to the state for the remainder of their 
lives.. They should be killed in infancy. 

“Besides. I would simply make lawful that which is 
already practiced by the greatest physicians and sur- 
geons in the land. At the risk of being convicted of 
muréer they often take human life simply because they 

know it is a mercy to the 


to live, but as a eugenist he 
was forced to admit that its 
death was for the best in- 
terests of both its parents 
and future generations.

“I have no hesitation in saying that I shall employ 
anesthesia in all future cases of hydrophobia that are 
given into my care. It is my opinion that a physician 
who would refuse to make use of anesthesia when he 
knows that a case of hydrophobia is sure to be fatal is 
needlessly cruel.” , 

The case of the two Shakers in a Florida colony, who 
put a sister to a painless death when she was hopeless- 
ly stricken and in great constant pain, aroused more 
interest than usual among friends and foes of 
euthanasia. The Shakers, whose beliefs lead them to 
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“I am told that the bill is inhuman. Let him who 
makes this charge watch, as I have watched, over the 
bedside of one loved, when the sufferer is beyond the aid 
of human help and when the minutes of life drag by 
in torturous lengths, while the revered lips sob fervent 
prayers for death. Let him look full into the eyes of 
his mother, when she begs of him that he end her suf- 
fering and her life. Then if he says this bill is in- 
human, I will consent to its withdrawal from the 
House.” 

Miss Hall's efforts to legalize euthanasia in Ohio 
drew the following comment from Dr. Norton in a let- 
ter to her: 

“The principle that it is a duty to prolong every 
human life as long as possible, at whatever cost, has 
hitherto been generally accepted. Its main support has 
been the doctrine of the sacredness of human life. 


more can any human being 
do when trying for conscientiousness in duty?” 

Miss Jane Addams of Hull House, Chicago, was one 
of the many public persons who disagreed with Dr. 
Wiley and others with regard to the Bollinger case. 

“What right has this doctor to take a human life” 
she said. “No human being has a right to take the life 
of another, whether defective or not. How do we know 
who is defective and who is not, especially a little baby ’” 


Mrs. Bollinger is the mother of three other children, 
all healthy and normal. Doctors ascribed the condition 
of her latest born to the fact that the mother under- 
went a severe iliness from typhoid fever prior to its 
birth. She freely gave her consent to withholding the 
operation that might have saved its life. The baby was 
nourished and otherwise cared for during the 48 hours 
before its death and Dr. Haiselden remained with { 
without sleep during this tinie.

O apologies, Jim. If the Declaration: of 

Independence who prepares your meals 

for you has packed up and gone, I don't 

need any explanations. I understand 

already. You can’t ask me up to din- 

ner because there isn’t going to be any 

dinner. If you don’t go out to a res- 

taurant, you'll get a bite yourself while Mrs. Jim puts 

the children to bed. And then you'll spend the even- 

ing wondering where you can beg, borrow, abduct, hyp- 
notize or manufacture another cook. 

I know all about it. The great sorrow has come upon 
you, and there‘’s only one comfort—there are others. It 
falls upon all who try to get out of doing their own 
housework in New York. And I'll bet you were good 
enough to the last cook, too—only as‘ed her for one 

ght out a week, came to her meals promptly, didn’t 
jemand more than a fair living wage, 
and let her have the rest. Yes, of 
sourse, you did. And you’re going to 
let the next one have the best room 
and ring for her breakfast in the morn- 
ing, aren’t you? What? Draw the line 
at that? Well, Jim, I admire your 
verve. You’re one of the grand. old 
rugged patriots who will not be trod- 
den on. Why did your last cook leave, 
anyway? | 

Didn’t like the kitchen, eh? And 

being in a flat you couldn’t tear it 
out and rebuild it. Yes, I agree with 
you: The household help -problem in 
New York is getting to be very serious. 
Today you are gay and happy wifh 
luxury and comfort all about you, and 
tomorrow you are picking sardines out 
of a can with a fork for dinner. I 
am certainly glad I live in the country, 
where girls do not come on Monday 
with two trunks and go away early 
Tues*ay morning with three trunks and 
a bundle. 

We have no househelp problem. in 
Homeburg. However, I exm®lude Mrs 
Singer from this “we.” There are 
only two real “maids” in the whole 
town. Mrs. Singer has them. That is, 
she tries to have them. Mrs. Singer’s 
attempt to have “maids” in a town 
which is full of hired girls is one of 
the .things which make life worth liv- 
ing and talking about in Homeburg. 

How do I know about it? Bless you, we all know about 
it It’s a public tragedy. Can't help ourselves. We've 
had four of Mrs. Singer’s ex-maids in our house in six 
ars, and they have all told their troubles. Mrs. 
Singer trains girls for the entire town. She’s twice 
a; good as a domestic science school, and she doesn’t 
charge any tuition. She is devoting her life to the 
treining up of perfect hired girls, and we revel in the 
results. I[t is ungrateful of us to blame her for taking 
away our hired girls, because, as a matter of fact, she 
is our greatest | lessing. Right at this minute in Home- 
burg I know that two eager families are sitting around 
waiting for the latest Singer class in domestic science 
to graduate and come back to them for jobs. It ought 
to come most any time. The course rarely lasts over 
three months. 

You see, Mrs. Singer is one 
of us. She came to Home- 
burg from a large city, and 
she brought her ideas with 
her. She’s not the kind ofa 
woman, either, who is going 
to cut those ideas down to fit 
Homeburg. Her plan is. to 
change Homeburg over to fit 
her ideas. - She’s been work- 
ing at it for 15 years now, 
and I must say she’s won out 
in several cases. Dregs suits 
are now worn quite unblush- 
ingly, we have a country club 
half a mile from the post- 
office—that’s the advantage 
of a small town, you can get 
away from the rush and 
bustle of “the city into the 
sweet, cool country in about 
four jumps—and no one 
thinks of serving a party 
dinner without salad any 
more. But she’s fallen down 
‘on one thing. She can’t keep 
“maids.” The problem has 
been too much for her. Mrs. 
Payley, her rival, has had the 
same hired girl for 16 years 
or more; but Mrs. Singer scorns a hired girl. She 
must have “maids,” two of them, and while she has a 
‘remarkable constitution and has stood up for years 
under the fight, I don’t see how she can keep it up 
much longer. 

A hired girl in Homeburg is a very reasonable crea- 
ture. We never have any trouble with them, and they 
have very little with us. We usually catch them green

Our 
Wives take them in and teach them how to boil water, 
make beds, handle a broom, use clothespins, and all 
the simpler tric’< of house'vor*, to say nothing of an 
elementary knowledge of English, which they usually. 
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“We usually catch them green and 
wild, and they come to us equipped 
with a thorough working knowledge 
of the Swedish language and nothing

They usually stay a year or so and then they go to Mrs. 
Singer’s finishing school. They do not go because they 
are discontented, but because she offers.them $5 a week, 
which fs a pretty fair-sized chunk of the earth to a 
young Swedish girl just learning to do a few loops and 
spirals in English and saving up the steamer fare to 
bring her sister over. . 

Mrs. Singer takes our nice, green, young hired girls, 
who are willing to do anything up to the capacity of a 
stout back, and she tries te make “maids” out of them. 
She gives them embroidered aprons and caps and makes 
them to keep house her way. And after they have spent 
a couple of months making coffee to suit Mrs. Singer, 
and going over the mahogany to suit Mrs. Singer, and

er, and taking up the breaxfast to Miss Sallie to suit 
Mrs. Singer, and going over the back hall agair to suit 
Mrs. Singer, and keeping their mouths closed tightly 
all day to suit Mrs. Singer, and only going out on 
Thursday afternoons to suit Mrs. Singer, they: sort of 
get tired of the job and one after another they stop 
Mrs. Singer at a favorable moment and say these fatal 
words:

Then some Homeburg family joyfully seizes on the de- 
serter, and Mrs. Singer starts out all over again on the 
job of making a “‘maid”’ out of a hired girl. 

1 have to admire the woman for her eternal grit. 
She won’t give up for a minute. She is going to run her 
house just so if she has to train up a million girls and 

jose them all. Half the 
~} time she has to do her own 
= \\ work, but I’ll bet that when 
she has the luncheon ready 
she puts her little white 
lace napkin on her hair and 
comes in and announces it 
to herself in the proper 
style; and I’ll bet, too, that, 
she doesn’t talk to herself 
while she is working in the 
kitchen, either. She says 
the way Homeburg women 
talk to their help is dis- 
graceful; that it lowers a 
girl’s respect for her mis- 
tress. I’d give a lot to see 
Mrs. Singer looking at her- 
self coldly in the glass after 
breakfast and giving herself 
orders for the day in a 
tone that would brook no 
familiarity whatever. 

Our women folks, who are 
familiar with the Singer 
residence, say that it is a 
beautiful thing, full of 
monogramed linen and em- 
broidered towels and cur- 
tains that have to be washed 
as often as a white shirt, and that whenever they call 
they are pretty sure to find Mrs. Singer trying to teach 
some new and slightly dizzy second girl how to take 
care of the house without breaking off the edges. 

You observe the fluency and ease with which | say 
“second girl.” We all do in Homeburg. We're used to 
talking about second girls since Mrs. Singer has tried 
to keep one. As far as her experience has taught us, 
we are firmly canvinced that having a second gir! is 
like baving mumps on the other side, too, When Mrs.

We feel sorry for the Singers and invite them out a 
ood deal while they are hunting cooks. And they 
pay- us back royally as soon as the household staff is 
fully recruited onee more. We eat strange but delicious 
dishes, made by a.reluctant and mystified girl, plus Mrs. 
Singer’s. persuasiveness and will power: and said girl, 
still reluctant, and scared into the bargain, serves the 
ditiner with a lace-edged apron and a napkin on her 

hair, Mrs. Singer egging her in loud 

whispers like the _prompter in grand 

opera™ St ng a green cook through a 

dinner party and keeping a merry con- 

vergation at the same time, calls for 
about as much social skill as anything 

I know of. I myself stand in awe of 

Mrs. Singer. 

As for the rest of us—we have no help 

- problem, ‘And about the only hired girl 
‘ problem we have is the following: “Shall 
*the girl eat with the family or in the 
kitchen?” Mrs. Singer wished that on 
‘us. Ten years ago there was no question 
at all. The girl ate with the family, 
and waited on the table when something 

» was needed which couldn’t be reached. 
Then Mrs. Singer came to town and made 
her eat in the kitchen, since which time 
the question has raged with more or less 
fury and the whole town has chosen up 
sides on it. Half of us want the girl to 
eat in the kitchen and the other half are 
invincibly democratic and have her at 
the table. ' 

As for the girls, they are divided, too. 
Half of the girls who come to see about 
places ask us: “Do I have to eat in the 
kitchen?” and the other half ask: “Do 
I have to eat with the family?” And, of 
course, it’s just our luck that the people 
who wish to dine by themselves never 

“ean find girls who prefer the kitchen, and 
the people who insist on associating with 
| their help usually lose them because 
said help has been spoiled somewhere else by being 
allowed to eat in the kitchen, far from the domestic 
squabbles and the children with the implacable appetite 
for spread bread. 

But on the whole this problem doesn’t bothe: us 
much, and our hired girls are a great comfort. They 
usually stay with us until they are married or retire 
from old age, and after they’ve been 10 years in a house 
they’re pretty much one of the family., The Payleys’ 
girl has been with them 16 years, as I said before, and 
when she wants to go to the opera house to an enter- 
tainment, Wert Payley makes young DeLancey Payley 
take her. It’s the only use he’s found for DeLancey 
as yet. We keep out of the kitchen after supper, un- 
less too strongly pressed by thirst, because usually from 
7 to 10 some hard-working young Swedish man sits bolt 
upright in a straight-backed

with a scared, resolute ex- 
pression. Usually this goes 
on for about three years be- 
fore anything happens. Then 
the girl admits, with some 
hesitation, that she is going 
to get married, and our wife 
or mother, as the case may 
be, hustles around and helps 
make the trousseau and pick 
out linen. The wedding takes 
place in the parlor, and about 
a year later the young

We never entirely lose a 
good hired girl in Homeburg. 
They pass us on to their rela- 
tives when they are married, 
and come back to visit us 
with great faithfulness. In 
this topsy-turvey Ejdorado of 
ours, where’a man sometimes 
becomes rich before he really knows what anything 
larger than $5 looks like, many of our girls draw prizes 
in the shape of good farmers and prosperous young 
merchants. But their heads aren't turned by it. They

RK LMO S-T FOUR MILES 


St. Louis sets a record in constructing 
Mill Creek relief sewer—How human 
moles blasted their way through rock 
and fought the quicksands, and now 
are ready to finish the $3,500,000 job 
eight months ahead of time . + 


CCASIONAL rumblings, suggesting the 
mutterings of some subterranean mon- 
ster, have for nearly a year disturbed 
residents of that portion of St. Louis 
known as the Mill Creek Valley. One 


hundred feet below them, floundering 


about in yellow, slimy water, smeared 
from head to foot with yellow mud, were 1500 human 
moles, blasting *their way through sglid rock toward 
the completion of the most gigantic undertaking of its 


kind in the United States—the Mill Creek Joint Dis- 


etrict Relief Sewer. 

This great underground causeway now is nearly fin- 
ished. Since Dec. 1, 1914, an army of men, working 
day and night, has hewn a path through seemingly im- 
penetrable:- rock formations and has fought the perils 
of quicksand to the end that the storm waters of the 
Milk Creek Valley may be carried to the river. The 


result will be a triumph of modern engineering which 


may be compared to the great aqueducts of Rome. 
Starting at the river at the foot of Rutger street and 
ending at Vandeventer avenue and Duncan street, the 


tunnel wends a tortuous course for nearly four miles— ° 


20,036 feet, to be exact. For the entire distance it is 
16% feet high by 16% feet wide. Tons of blasting 
powder have been used, at the rate of from 500 to 


1000 pounds daily. «Enormous difficulties have been¢ met 


and overcome. One of them was at Vandeventer avenue 
and Market street, where quicksand was entountered 
and where the workmen required two months’‘to prog- 
ress a distance of 30 feet. It is at this point that 
more tunnelling remains to be done, but the sewer will 
be completed and turned over to the city by April 1 
next, eight months ahead of the contract.time. Its 
cost to the city. will be approximately $3,500,000. Seven 
lives thus far have been lost in its construction. 

The great cost of the enterprise will not seem as- 
tonishing when it is considered that approximately 
220,000 cubic feet of solid rock and 60,000 cubic yards 
of earth have been removed from the tunnel. When 
completed, the sewer will be lined with 75,000 cubic 
yards of concrete and 7500

has been adopted by the city of New York which found 
itself. confronting the same problems that faced the 
St. Louis engineers in the Milt Creek Valley. 

To the engineer, to whom vast undertakings of this 
kind have ceased to be a marvel, the completion of the 
Mill Creek Sewer will bring perhaps only a_ feeling of 
professional pride, but to the layman given the oppor- 
tunity of viewing the work it is a source of never-ending 
wonderment. The most marvelous feature to the un-

To begin the construction of the sewer itself, it was 
necessary to sink 10 shafts along the route, varying in 
depth from 30 to 100 feet. For the most part these also 
were hewn through solid rock. Where earth was en- 
countered the walls were lined with concrete. A total 
of approximately 800 feet of shaft were sunk at a cost 
of about $100 per foot sunk. The progress in sinking 
these shafts through the 
earth averaged about six 


onry. The blasting gangs 
maintained an average 
‘progress of about 100 feet 
per working day of 24 hours. 

The capacity of the new 
sewer is limited because it 
was designed merely as an 
adjunct to the old Mill 
Creek Sewer, which will 
continue’ to perform its 
functions. The city engi- 
neers have estimated that 
the total maximum flow of 
storm water from the Mill 
Creek Valley is 6570 feet 
per second. The old sewer 
is able to carry away but 3520 cubic feet of this and 
through a system of drain pipes the new tunnel. will 
care for the overflow, or 3050 feet per second. Bulk- 
heads, built into the old sewer will allow no sewage to 
pass into the new tunnel, it having been designed ex- 
clusively to carry off excess water. 

A unique feature of the new Mill Creek Sewer is the 
fact that it is the only one in existence which is level 
and does not operate through gravity. Its waters will 
be carried .off by means of air pressure in the pipes

From Grattan street to about 600 feet east of Vande 
venter avenue, a distance of 12,200 feet, the workmen 
met ideal conditions. The rock was hard and of such 
character that not a stick of timber was needed, which 
But at a point about 
100 feet east of what is known as the Tamm siaft, 
situated on the site of the old Tamm glue works, a 
full heading of quicksand was encountered. The con- 
tractor was able to hold this heading for about 50 feet, 
but then found it impossible to progress fartber by 
any known methods of timbering or free air excava- 
tion. He finally solved the problem by forcing a three- 
inch pipe into the breast of the quicksand heacing and 
pumping grout, which is a thin mortar,’ into the 
quickeand from under 50 to 100 pounds pressure. The 
mixture of the grout and quicksand stiffened up the 
sand so that it was possible to gain occasionally three 
or four feet. This was held by an intricate maze of 
timbering. This process will cost the city more than 
$15,000 for grout alone, exclusive of the cost of the 
excavation and lining. 

When the blasting process was completed, the next 
step was to line the arch -and sides of the tunnel with 
a coating of concrete in order to prevent the jagged 
rock from impeding the flow of water. This concrete 
coating is 1%4 feet thick and was applied by means of 
a concrete “gun,” the din of which can be likened to 
nothing this side of Flanders or the Russian front. A 
steel form, 40 feet long, and the same shape as the 
arch of the tunnel, is wheeled into place and the 
“gun” opened. It shoots concrete into place -with ter- 
rific force. Where earth or soft stone has been en- 
countered the walls and arcu are first retnforced with 
heavy timbers and then by a brick wall, of, the same 
thickness of the concrete. Fresh air is supplied to the 
men from a huge air compressor above ground. 

‘Vith two exceptions, the sewer bas been run direct- 
ly under city streets. Because of the legal maxim 
that a man’s title to property reaches from the sur- 
face of the earth to Gehenna, the city was forced to 
pay large sums fo owners of land under which the 
sewer was run, although the digging was 90 feet under 
the surface. In eome instance the payment was $30,000. 
Consequental damages to property owners along the 
routs, caused by broken windows, broken plastering 
and the like, due to the vibrations from the blasting 
will cost the city approximately $1500. 

The contract for building the sewer was let to a 
general contractor and he parceled the work 
subcontractors. City engineers and inspectors kept 
. Close touch with the work at al) times. The workmen 
have vied with each other to rush the job ” comple 
tion.

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for 25 years! 

Morris, confident of success, went be- 
fore the people with an offer to donate 
princely sums to eleemosynary institu- 
tions, build good roads and dikes, but 
public sentiment was against him and he 
lost. Early in 1894 he took his lottery to 
Honduras. By making it a felony for 
express companies to handle lottery mat- 
ter Congress in 1903 dealt another serious 
blow. Government secret service men be- 
gan their task immediately, a task that 
took three years. 

The lottery people understood that se- 
crecy was imperative to their further 
operations and they were at all pains to 
secure it. The drawings were made at 
Puerto Cortez and the results written 
out on one of the regular sheets. Of 
4Ahis thousands of copies had to be print- 
ed. Secret service agents learned early 
in their work that these results were 
never cabled to America. The lottery 
people were too clever for that. Instead, 
they were brought by steamer to Key 


- West in charge of one of a number of 


lottery officials, and here the trail was 
lost. 

Surely there was a printing plant some- 
where in the states where the thousands 
of sheets of drawing resylts and the 
thousands of tickets were prepared. 
Prima facie evidence of this was the 
monthly appearance of these matters 
everywhere. 

Not until 1906 was this printery, the 
key to the situation, discovered. In the 
rear of a little trade-paper shop in 
Mobile, in the most inconspicuous place 
on earth, working only at night, these 
sheets were prepared. They were shipped 


“ out in big oaken boxes, delivered after 


circuitous routing to an express company 
and then forwarded to the cities, where 
they were distributed by local agents. 

The date of the next shipment of lot- 
tery result sheets was determined and a 
strict watch was kept on the printery. 
Finally the night arrived. 

An agent of the secret service, now a 
satoon man, was sent aboard the train 
with instructions to watch the boxes 
across the State line into Georgia and 
then make a seizure. Unfortunately for 
the strict accomplishment of his task,. he 
hed shortened his vigil at the printery 
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aboard the train armed not alone with his 
badge and revalver, but with the added 
armament of a bottle.

and three minutes afterward four men were on their 
way to relocate that pole. 

If I have any criticism of the hired girls in our town, 
it is because they go to Europe too much. Now, of 
course, it’s no worse for a hired girl to go to Europe 
for the summer than it is for anyone else to indulge 
themselves in that way. But that’s the irritating part. 
Nobody else goes. Outside of Mrs. Wert Payley and 
one or two school teachers, I don’t suppose any Home- 
burg people have crossed the Atlantic. But half a dozen 
of our hired girls go every year. They leave late in 
the spring, and during the hot, weary summer their 
mistresses toil patiently along keeping the job open if 
they can’t find a substitute who will work for a few 
nionths, for the girls who go to Europe are usually 
pearls of great price and must be gotten back at all 
cost. I don’t suppose anything is harder on the temper 
than to work over a hot kitchen stove all day in July 
and then to sit down to supper, a damp and wilted 
mess of weariness, and read a souvenir card from your 
hired girl, said card depicting a cool and inviting Swed- 
ish meadow with snow-topped mountains in the dis- 
tance. 

Our girl has been to Europe three times. She has 
crossed on the Mauretania, the old Deutschland and the 
new Olympic. Two years from this summer she thinks 
she will try the Imperator. Often in the evening she 
tells us of the wonder of these great vessels—of the 
beauty of the sunset at sea, and of the smoke and noise 
and majesty of London. I suppose it indicates a 
jealous disposition, but it makes me mad somethimes to 
think that it takes practically all the money I can 
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earn, working steadily and with two weeks off per year, 
to send that girl abroad. 

Of course, I don’t mean it just that way. She doesn't 
get all of it. In fact, she gets $3 a week of it. Out of 
this she saves about $3.25, because sometimes she gets 
a dollar extra for doing the washing. And when she 
goes to Europe for the summer on the same ship with 


the Astors and the Vanderbilts, it sounds more magnifi- 


cent than it really is. She is on the same ship, but 
about eleven decks down, in a corner of the steering, 
close to the stern, where the smells are rich and un- 
disturbed. And she doesn’t visit ruins and art galleries 
in Europe, but a huge circle of loving relatives, who pass 
ner around from farm to farm for months, while she 
does amateur business agent work for the steamship 
lines, talking up the wonders of America and--allow me 
to blush—the saintliness of her employers, and com- 
ing blithely back home in the fall with three or four 
old childhood chums for roommates. 


Just the same, I envy our girls. I wish I could go te Eu- 


rope in the steerage, not being able to go any other way. 

It’s a fortunate thing for us that our hired girls do 
go back home and proselyte for America, or else we 
would soon be jam up against the real thing in help 
problems. If, for any reason, the Swedish nation should 
cease contributing to Homeburg, we should have to do 
our own work. I often wonder at the things our Amer- 
ican girls will do rather than to go on the fighting 
deck as commander of someone else's kitchen. Twenty- 
five of our girls go up to Paynesville every morning at 
6 on the interurban and make cores in the rolling mills 
all day. Carfare and board deducted, they get less than

a good hired girl—and they don’t go to Europe for the 
summers and never by any chance marry some rising 
young farmer who has made the first payment on a 
quarter section. Several of our middle-aged ,roung ladies 
sew for a dollar a day and keep house by themselves, 
And there’s Mary Smith, who has been a town prob- 
lem. She’s 35 and an orphan. She lives in a house 
about as large as a piano box and tries to scare away 
the wolf by selling flavoring extracts and taking orders 
for books. She’s never more than two meals ahead of 
an embarrassing appetite. Every fall we dig down and 
buy her winter coal, and she hasn't bought any clothes 
for 10 years. Someone gives her an ex-dress and Mary 
does her best to make it over, but she never looks much 
more enticing than a scarecrow in the result. Mary’s 


hands are red with chilblains in the winter, and the 
peorhouse yawns for her. But will she take a place as 
hired girl? Not she. Mary has her pride. She'll sell 
you things you don’t want, which is as near begging as 
graft is to politics, and she'll wear secondhand clothes 
and take home cold bread pudding from the hotel— 
but she will not be a hired girl and go to Europe in the 
summer and marry into an automobile. Once she did 
consent to become Mrs. Singer’s second girl. Mrs. Sing- 
er was desperate, and after a long defense Mary con- 
sentedson condition that she be called the “upstairs 


maid.” But she only lasted three days. Mary could« 


have dfawn $5 a week and Mrs. Singer’s clothes, which 
would have fitted her. But Mary couldn't take orders— 
not that kind. She came back to take orders from us 
for a patent glass washtub or something of the kind— 
and sighed wearily.
